Tlie  Department  is    informed    that 

the  coutractors  on    route    No.  13016 

are  now  performing  the  service  on  that 

route  by  Und,  and  j;^  accord.mce  with 


we  must  be  brief.  Dr.  Williamson 
came  here  under  the  atis  'yices  of  tiiu 
A.  B.  C.  F.  M.  as  a  miss  onary  to  the 
Dakotas,  and  arrived  at  ("'ort  Snellini; 
during  the  summer  of  18S5 — thirty- 
six  years  ago — a  longer  period  than 
the  average  life  of  a  m  m.  Finding 
at  Fort  Snelling  a  few  cl  ristian  men 
connected  with  the  armj  and  the  fur 
trade,  he  orgjtnized  then  into  a  little 
church,  whicli  was  the  first  church 
organized  in  MinnesoUv  From  this 
nacleus,  a  thousand  spir  ^s  have  been 
erecte<<  pointing  to  the  1  ving  (jod. — 
Promiucnt  among  those  *ho  co-oper- 
ated wifch  Dr.  Willijimson  were  Ma- 
jor Loomis,  Gt^neral  Sibley  and  Lieu- 
tenant Qgden.  This  organization  has 
recently  merged  into  the  First  Pres 
byterian  church  of  Minuiapolis,  with 
>\4iich,  we  'believe,  tie  venerable 
founder  is  connected. 

Rev.  Mu.  Riggs,  one  of  the  most 
genial  geatlemew  we  ©vtrmet,  reach 
ed  Fort  Snelling  in  1837 — twenty 
nine  yenrs  ago — on  hi«  w  ay  to  Lac- 
quiparle.  At  that  'time,  the  most 
extreme  white  settlem  mt  in  the 
North-West  was  tit  Ca(»siviHe ;  and 
the  Presbyterian  ministoi  at  the  most 
extreme  out-post  in  this^l irection,  was 
Rev.  A.  Kent  of  Galena.  Mr.  Riggs, 
at  that  time,  was  laboring  with  the 
miserable  Sioux  Indian «,  with  his 
headquarters  at  Travesc  de  Sioux. 
At  that  day  the  sound  of  the  steam 
whistle  had  never  been  h»ard  on  the 
Miunesftta-rive:',  and  often  did  he 
and  his  family  make  the  ourncy  from 
Traverse  de  Sioux  to  Red  Wing  in 
canoes.  At  thattimeon'y  four  log 
cabins  marked  the  preset  t  site  of  the 
cUy  of  St.  l*aul.  Since  that  period 
that  wilderness  has  become  an  em- 
pire of  enterprising  people. 

Rev.  W.  T.  Boatwell,  of  this  city, 
is  really  the  pioneer  of  the  little  ar- 
my of  good  men.  Undei  direction  of 
the  A.  B.  C.  F.  missions,  he  came  to 
this  country  in  1831,  ind  labored 
among  the  Chippeway  Ii  dia.-is,  (poor 
business,  but  no  fault  of  ais,)  at  La 
Pointe,  Fond  du  Lac,Le  jch  Lake  and 
Pokaguma,  for  sixteen  years.  In 
1847  he  came  to  this  nty,  and  has 
resided  in  our  vicinity  %\  er  since,  one 
of  our  most  worthy  and  esteemed  cit 
zens. 

Rev.  Mr.  Adams,  agen  of  the  Amer- 
ican Bible  Society,   came  here    as    a 
jnissionary  eighteen  yeaj  s    ago,    and 
through  his  earnest  labo  *s    has  made  j 
his  name  familliar    in    :  Imost    every  I 
hoiise-hol<|  in  the  Stnte.

This  was  the  prominent 
idea  w  ith  those  into  whose  mouths 
this  song  was  to  be  put  Our  History, 
conspicuous  as  it  haH  been  w  ith  (iod's 
Presence,  ought  to  make  it  easy  for  us 
to  take  this  attitude.  In  this  connec- 
tion he  made  these  three  practical 
suggestions  : 

1.  Our  individual  lives  must  be 
brought  into  harmony  with  God's  pur- 
poses before  the  nation  can  be  expect- 
ed to  see  him  eye  to  eye. 

2.  He  must  be  acknowledged  in 
our  Laws  and  Institutions  and  social 
customs.  **Holincss  unto  the  Lord" 
must  be  written  on  all  our  statute.^ 
and  ceremowies  in  their  most  vital  sense 
— these  statutes  .and  ceremonies  being 
themselves  the  outcome  aud  incarna- 
tion of  that  Holiness,  if  we  would  be 
ill  the  true  sense  a  people  whose  God 
is  the  Lord. 

3.  Our  public  men  of  whatever  sta- 
tion must  deport    themselves    as  be 
comes  the  representatives   and  agents 
of  a  n.ation  that  means  to    be  a    God- 
fearing and  God-serving  nation.

The  vats  of  the  age  are  flowing 
with  a  new  wine  and  we  must  not  at- 
tempt to  put  it  into  new  bottles.  The 
loom  of  God's  Providence  is  weaving 
a  new  cloth,  and  we  must  not  attempt 
to  sew  it  into  old  garments.  A  living 
creature  is  in  the  wheel  of 
and  its  life  is  precious.  In  material 
things  we  shall  doubtless  act  on  this 
high  progressive  programme.  It  must 
be  done  more  and  more  in  the  direc- 
tion of  Government  and    Manhood.

Why,  is  that  taking 
their  chances,  when  school-houses  .are 
to  be  burned  down  over  their  heads  as 
fast  as  they  can  build  them,  and 
churches  reared  for  the  worship  of 
the  Divine  Redeemer  are  destroyed, 
and  the  fruits  of  their  hard-earned  in- 
dustry taken  from  them  by  methods 
which  make  open  robbery  respe<;table 
— and  the  doors  of  courts  are  shut  in 
their  faces,  and  rail  •  cars  are 
locked  against  them,  and  ballot-boxes 
are  forbidden  by  a  heathen  proscrip- 
tion and  prejudice  from  giving  any 
voice  to  their  sentiments  and  afford- 
ing them  any  means  of  self-defense  ; 
and  the  great  rewarding  industries  of 
the  land  are  not  open  to  their  compe- 
tition, and  they  are  met  at  every  turn 
with  taunts,  and  scorn,  and  hate  ?

I  have  given  Mr.  Spilhnan  all  of  it, 
and  told  him  to  n«e  it  all  for  moral  inflQ« 
ences,  for  I  hope  it  mr.y  do  some  good   in 
that  way.

Tfie  body  fell  through  with  great  force, 
— the  knot  slipped,  and  with  a  fall  ot 
eight  feet  the  wretched  man's  body  struck 
the  ground — his  head  bumping  against 
the  woodwork  with  a  thug  that  could  be 
beard  100  feet  off.  The  scene  of  horror 
electrified  the  15,000  spectators.  A  mur- 
mur of  horror  and  disgnst  went  the  length 
and  breadth  of  the  crowd,  and  they  moved 
forward  with  a  motion  like  that  of  an 
immense  wave  to  see  what  would  follow. 
It  was  at  five  minutes  after  1  o'clock  that 
the  horrible  event  occurred. 

The  officers  quietly  raised  the  man,  all 
stunned  and  bleeding,  from  his  terribly 
lacerated  neck,  as  he  was  carried  him  up 
the  steps  to  the  death  hole  again,  and 
gave  him  some  water.  Withont  a  word 
of  complaint  or  an  eipreifsion  of  pain, 
with  the  old  look  of  meekneeg  and  reeig- 
nation  lighting  up  his  face,  and  saying 
simply,  "  Gentlemen,  don't  let  that  occur 
again,"  he  submitted  to  the  preparation 
for  his  execution.

THI  OR  ADD  STAND. 

The  grand  stand  was  literally  packed. 
Literally  packed  were  the  seats.    From 
the  benches  an   admirable  view  of  the 
greater  part  of  the  course  could  be  had, 
and,  like  sensible  people,  the  great  major- 
ity of   the  members  of   the  club  availed 
themselves  of  its  shade,  preferring  its  ad- 
vantages to  the  more  exclusive  but  less 
comfortable  private  stand  prepared  ex- 
pressly for  their  accommodation.      The 
mo6t  notable  feature  of   the  meeting  was 
the  encouragement  given  it  by  the  ladies 
of  onr  city.    Hitherto  it  haa  not  been  the 
custom,  for  obvious  reasons,   for  ladies 
in     any       considerableS      number      to 
attend  the  races.    The  police  regulations 
have  not  been  good  and  were  not  enforc- 
ed ;  the  crowds  were  always  more  or  less 
rough  and  reckless,  and  no  comfort  or 
pleasure  oouH  be  derived  which  in  the 
least  compensated  for  the  risks  run  in  the 
getting  out  and  back.    All  this  is  changed, 
there  were  at  least  a  thousand  ladies  at 
the  park  yesterday,  and  in  time  it  will  be- 
come as  marked   an  event  among  the 
gentler  classes  of  the  metropolis,  as  we 
believe  it  has  already  among  the  turfmen 
and  their  encoaragers  of  the  masculine 
persuasion.     No  one  thing  could  tend  so 
rapidly  to  the  popularising  of  these  races, 
as  the  attendance  in  great  numbers  of  la- 
dies— ladies  of  fashion,  ladies  domestic, 
ladies    professionally  literary,    ladies    of 
birth  and  culture,  ladies  of  drese,  and  la- 
dies of  more  quiet  tastes — dress  is  good 
in  its  place,  and  this  would  seem  to  be  an 
occasion  where  dress  is  a  good   thing. 
The  right  tack  has  been  struck— the  ladies 
have  given  the  club  and  the  course  their  en- 
dorsement and  no  doubt  each  day's  racing 
will  be  marked  by  the  eame  good  order  and 
quiet  that  characterized  that  of  yesterday 
—a  feature  in   very  large   degree    attri- 
buted to  the  presence  of  so  many  ladie«. 
The  brilliant  costumes  of  the  fair  witness- 
es upon  the  stand  lent  an  air  of  graceful 
beauty  to  the  scene  which  would    have 
been  intensely  sombre  in  its  tone  without 
them  ;  and  it  would  indeed  be  difficult  to 
conceive  of  a  more  supremely  beautifiil 
picture  than  was  this  vast  congregation  of 
well-bred  men,   relieved  in  tone  by  the 
gay  coloring  of  the  fcisterhood  as  it  stood 
out   in   bold    relief  ftom  the  green-olad 
bluff,  fringed  with  trees  behind.     On  be- 
yond   the    picket  fence    were    countless 
wagons  of  all  kinds,  and  thousands' of  pa- 
tient waiters  from  whom  no  money  was  re- 
ceived but  to  whose  unimpeded  vision  the 
entire  proceedings  were  as  open  and  unob- 
structed as  to  the  most  prominent  rnena- 
ber  of  the  club.

at  Saratoga,  and  the  manner  in  which  he 
had  out  down  Beacon  in  the  first  beat  of 
their  three-mile  race  at  the  same  meeting.  I 
Fleetwing,  the  hero  of  many  a  hard  | 
contested  race,  was  there  to  maintain  the  \ 
honor  of  Balrownie    and   Qlencoe,    and  j 
never  did  we  see  the  old  horse  in  Euch 
magnificent  condition.    His  beautiful  coat 
shone  like  satin,  and  the  sand-crack  which 
had  always  troubled  him  hitherto,  did  not 
seem  to  affect  his  rimning  yesterday  in 
the  least.    There  was  also  Idlewild,  the 
forlorn  hope    of   the    Woodburn  stable, 
brought  to  do  battle  in  place  of  her  near 
relative,  the  dethroned  Asteroid.

Thomas  Scudder,  a  gentleman  of  color, 
most  elaborately  gotten  up  in  imitation  of 
a  clergyman,  aod  who  seemed  withal  of 
superior  intelligence,  made  his  appear- 
ance on  the  stand,  complaining  ot  Mr. 
John  Wagner,  who,  he  asserted,  bad  as- 
saulted and  beaten  him  for  some  trifling 
difference  in  their  political  convictions. 
Being  desired  to  tell  his  Ktory,  Mr  Scudder 
proceeded  thus : 

"  We  was  in  a  room,  and  we  got  into 
discourse  about  the  war,  and  we  discussed 
about  the  war  for  some  time,  till  by-and- 
by  our  discourse  about  the  war  began  to 
get  a  little  more  warut,  and  I  ^  dis- 
coursed that  I  thoujjht  the  war 
had  been  to  save  the  country,  but 
he  discoursed  that  he  thought  it  bad 
been  to  free  the  nigeer  ;  tlien  I  discoursed 
tbat  I  thought  the  war  wbs  for  w lute  folks 
as  much  as  for  the  colored  man ;  but  he 
discoursed  that  it  was  all  ftir  free  the  nig- 
ger. He  discoursed  always  about  the 
'•  nigger," but  I  discoursed  ab;>nt  colored 
man.  By-and-by  he  discoarsed  nigger, 
nigger,  nigger,  nigger  all  the  time,  and  I 
didn't  hke  to  be  diBCOoisedRtaB  a  nigger, 
BO  by-and-by  I  disooo/sed  that  I  had  seen 
some  niggers  as  wbito  as  he  was,  and  I 
discoursed  that  I  had  »een  some  niggers 
as  good  as  he  was ;  then  he  kept  on  his 
discourse  about  the  nigger,  always  the 
Digger — and  then  I  discoursed  that  I 
thought  a  nigger  was  as  good  as  eoine 
white  men,  and  then  he  "jumped  right 
up,  and  he  hit  roe  right  side  the  liead, 
and  loosened  all  nty  teeth.  I  always 
thought  I  had  a  right  to  discourse  my 
opinion,  but  I  didn't  stop  to  discourse 
any  more  at  him,  but  I  run  like  a  good 
leller  all  the  way  to  the  Court,  and  there 
I  discoursed  the  Court  that  ha  had  struck 
me,  for  I  was  bleeding  like  a  hog  all  the 
time,  and  I  was  all  covered  with  blood— 
and  the  Judge  discoursed  me  to  bring  him 
up  here,  and  so  I  brought  him  up  here, 
and  that's  all,  your  Honor,  and  I  won't 
discourse  you  any  longer." 

The  sister-in-law  of  the  defendant  was 
placed  on  the  stand,  and  she  cerroborated 
the  facts  of  the  case  as  stated  by  the  com- 
plainant that  tbe  two  were  "  discoursing  " 
about  the  war  when  a  quarrel  arose,  and 
her  brother-in-law  struck  Schudder,  but 
she  insisted,  the  blow  was  "only  a  slap."

Prince  Gort«cliakofl'«  Speech  at  the 
Batiqaet  of  the  American  Delegation 
at  St.  Petershure*

The  following  are  the  principal  passages 
in  the  speech  of  Prince  OortschakofT,  at 
the  grand  banquet  to  the  American  delega- 
tion at  St.  Petersburg,  on  the  9th  : 

"  The  resolution  of  Congrees  contained 
an  error — an  original  one — which  can  onlv 
be  explained  by  distance,  when  it  tnakcs 
mentioB  of  any  enemy  to  emaoeipatiou  in 
Russia.  The  insane  person  to  whom  it  re- 
fers belongs  to  nationality.  lie  had  no  per- 
sonal share  in  the  destinies  ot  the  country. 
He  represents  nothing  but  the  ulind  hsizard 
ot  his  birth  in  BuEsia,  there  exists  not  a 
single  enemy  to  emancipation.  All  classes 
owe  to  that  act  their  liberty.  [Applause.] 
Even  the  Fame  classes  on  which  it  imposes 
heavy  sacritlces.  The  sovereign  was  the 
first  to  bear  testimony  of  this  to  the  terri- 
torial nobility.  He  would  not  dwell  on  the 
manifestations  of  sympathy  between  the 
two  countries  It  was  clear  as  midday,  as

York,  the  report  of  the  New  York  Committee 
and  a  stetement  of  accounts  due  the  New 
York  Concern  were  presented  and  referred. 

A  resolntien  was  passed,  that,  in  view  of  the 
necessities  of  the  work  In  this  State,  the  Con 
ference  will  approve  the  employment  of  J.  M. 
Gates  as  local  preacher  by  any  elder  needing 
bis  services. 

The  elder's  obligation  was  administered  by 
the  Bishop  to  S.  M.  Thaj  er. 

The  cemmlttee  on  chnrch  extension  report- 
ed resolutions  that  Minnesota  Conference 
needs  ^20,000  the  next  year  from  the  Central 
Committee,  and  that  each  Conference  onght  to 
have  one  vote  in  the  Central  Oommittee  in- 
stead ot  the  representation  being,  as  now,  by 
districts  including  several  Conferences.  Re- 
pert  adopted  and  Secretary  Instrncted  to  com- 
mnnicate  the  resolutions  to  the  representative 
of  this  district. 

It  was  stated  that  President  Davidson  of  the 
North  Western  Union  Packet  Company  had 
agreed  to  return  preachers  free,  and  others  at- 
tending this  Conference  at  reduced  fares. 

The  Superintending  Committees,  tor  Sunday 
Schools,  a=<  recommended  by  the  report  above 
mentioned,  were  appointed  as  follows  :  St.

It  was  resolved  that  the  State  Sunday  School 
Union  Ue  requested  to  to  amend  Its  constitu- 
tion as  to  allow  each  denominatioa  to  report 
its  statistics  through  its  own  own  otlicers. 

O^  P.  Light  was  by  reflclution  instructed  to 
prepare  a  detailed  sUtlstlcal  account  of  the 
Sanday  Schools  in  this  Conference  and  pre- 
sent the  same  to  the  Sanday  School  Union. 

It  was  voted  that  the  fifth  collection  taken 
on  the  Sunday  Included  In  the  Conference  ses- 
sion, be  credited  to  the  charge  Instead  of,  as 
heretofore,  to  the  Conference. 

The  Stewards  reported  the  total  collections, 
for  widows  and  orphans  and  superannuated 
preachers,  153.5.45,  and  their  aporopriatlou  of 
the  same  which,  being  approvea,  the  money 
was  paid  over  to  represenutives  of  the  several 
persons  entitled  ts  receive  It. 
.  The  report  of  the  Centenary  Comalttee  ap- 
pointed at  this  session  being  read,  its  resolu- 
tions were  adopted  aa  follows :

Anoka,  $500 ;  Newport,  $100 ;  St.  Paul  Scan 
dlnavlan,  $125 ;  Qlencoe,  $100  ;  Lake  City. 
$600;  Mankato,  $1087.  The  funds  on  hand,  | 
$712  to  be  divided  pro  mta  upon  the  appropria- 
tions as  above.    The  report  was  adopted.  .

Wilson  has  resigned  his  professorship  and  A. 
M-  Stevens  has  been  selected  to  fill  the  place. 
To  UU  vacancies  In  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the 
committee  nominated  Hon.  M.  S.  Wilkinson, 
Rev.  Thomas  Day,  and  E.  P.  Lowater,  Esq. 
For  President.  Rev.  Jabei  Brooks.  Professor 
of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Sciences,  Rev  A- 
M.  Stevens.    Agent,  Rev.  Sias  Bolle-. 

With  regard  to  the  St.  Cloud  Institute,  the 
committee  acknowledge  the  liberality  of  the 
propostdgiftof  the  Institute  property,  but 
believe  the  Conference  is  not  prepared  at 
present  to  comply  with  the  condition  of  un- 
dertaking to  support  the  Institute. 
i  Garret  Biblical  Institute,  the  report  says,  by 
Its  location,  naturally  Interests  this  Confer- 
ence, and  the  Conference  will  aid  hi  Its  sup- 
port  and  send  a  visitor  as  requested  by  the 
trustees. 

The  committee  also  reported  a  resolution  to 
call  an  educational  convention  on  the  Tuesday 
next  preceding  the  next  session  of  the  Con- 
ference, and  appointing  a  committee  to  pro- 
vide for  said  convention. 

Following  the  reading  of  the  report.  Presi- 
dent Brooks  stated  his  estimate  of  the  centen- 
lel  contributions  thus  far  subscribed  for  Ham- 
liae  University  at  $15,000,  a  part  of  which  Is 
directed  by  the  donors  to  be  applied  in  pay- 
ment of  the  debts  and  the  remainder  to  be 
added  to  the  endowment  fund.  The  property 
of  the  Irstltutlon  as  yet  brings  in  but  little  In- 
come to  add  to  the  tuition  fees  In  support  of 
the  regular  expenses. 

Rev.  G.  W.  T.  Wright  made  some  Interest- 
ing statements  concemhjg  the  early  history  of 
the  University,  giving  facts  to  eleven  years 
ago  when  the  preparatory  class  was  first  or- 
ganized and  taught  In  the  second  story  of  one 
of  the  dozen  buildings  then  In  Red  Wing. 

After  further  discussion  with  reference  to 
the  indebtedness  of  the  University,  the  report 
was  presented  by  sections  and  all  adopted. 

Wm.  McKlnley  was  elected  visitor  to  Garret 
Biblical  Institute.    Alternate,  A.  J.  Nelson. 

The  trustees  of  Hamllne  University,  as  nom 
kiat  -d  by  the  committee,  were  elected  by  bal- 
lot, aa  required  by  Its  charter.  The  Board  of 
Visitors  was  al30  chosen  by  twllot,  as  follows : 
E.  R.  Lathrop,  A.  J.  Nelson,  W.  McKinley, 
W.  C.  Shaw,  D.  Cobb,  J.  M,  Rogers  and  J.  F. 
Chafifee. 

The  vote  grantl'-g  a  location  to  Antony 
Willford  was  reconsidered  and  he  was  granted 
a  Bupernumery  relation  without  appointment. 
On  motion,  It  was  rejolved  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Conference  will  discountenance 
rumors  damaging  to  Hamllne  University,  in 
Its  location  or  finances. 

The  committee  on  missions  reported  appro- 
priations to  missions  In  the  Slate,  divided 
among  the  several  circlets  and  charges,  $6  500 
for  the  American  work,  and  $2,800  for  the 
Scandinavian  work. 

$7,000  was  voted  as  the  amount  estimated 
to  lie  needed  fur  missions  next  year. 

The  Conference  having  voted  to  publish  the 
centenlal  sermon  delivered  by  President 
Brooks  on  Friday  evening  last,  In  pamphlet 
form,  a  subscription  of  about  $150  for  the  pur- 
pose was  reported  and  N.  Lathrop  was  made 
treasurer  of  the  fund. 

The  Committee  to  recommend  centenary 
services  for  October,  recommended,  by  report 
that  the  IDth  be  observed  as  a  day  of  fasting 
and  prayer  with  religions  services  in  all  the 
charges ;  wherever  practicable,  that  religious 
services  be  held  every  evening  of  the  noonth, 
beginning  the  second  Tuesday  of  the  month  ; 
the  Sunday  schools  to  have  a  centenlal  cele- 
bration on  the  third  Sanday.  The  report  was 
adopted. 

The  Conference  voted  thanks  to  Rev.  Jabez 
Brooks,  centenary  agent,  for  his  services  the 
past  year. 

rhos.  Day,  at  his  own  request,  was  excused 
from  serving  on  the  Committee  of  Stewards, 
and  Peter  Long  was  elected  In  his  stead. 

The  Committee  on  Temperance  reported 
that  the  increasing  use  of  lager  beer  and  the 
Dunufuctnro  and  use  of  domestic  wines  are  es- 
pecially alarming  and  hindrances  to  the  tem- 
perance cause,  and  a  resolution  that  both 
moral  session  and  legal  prohibition  are  neces- 
I  aary.    Ado>ted- 

The  committee  on  the  state  of  the  country, 
reported  that  though  war  has  ceased  the  sphit 
of  revolt  is  stUI  alive,  and  that  eternal  vigi- 
lance ta  still  the  price  ol  liberty.  Inequality 
or  caste  of  color  eheuld  bo  resisted  with  the 
same  determhiatlon  that  met  the  rebellion. 
Patriotism,  benevolence  and  Christianity  de- 
mand the  protection  of  freedom  in  the  rights 
of  life,  liberty  aad  the  pursuit  of  happiness. 
Also  approving  the  amendment  to  the  Nation- 
al Constitution.    Adopted  unanimously.

The  time  of  the  meeting  was 
not  less  in  harmony  with  the  tirsiob 
servance  of  this  sacred  ordinance  than 
were  the  spirit  aud  word8of  those  who 
conducted  the  services. 

And  the  children's  meeting  ou 
Sabbath  afternoon  will  not  soon  be  for- 
gotten, either  by  thera  or  their  par- 
ents, for  many  impressive,  wholesome 
ami  cheering  words  were  addressed  to 
each.  Even  if  every  word  spoken  on 
these  various  occasions  could  be  trans 
ferred  to  paper,  they  would  utterly 
fail  to  convey  the  impressions  actual- 
ly made  upon  those  pret»ent.  To  get 
the  full  benefit  one  must  need  be 
th(!re ;  and  this  remindfl  me  that 
enougli  has  been  written  in  attempt- 
ing to  express  what  was  felt  and  en- 
joyed.

E.  Walter,  County 
Superintendent,  who  introduced  Pro- 
fessor Phelps,  of  thtx  State  Normal 
School,  as  Dire  !tor  of  the  Institute.

The  point  of  this  lesson  was    to  illus- 
trate a  einperior  method    of    teaching 
children  to  rea  I    by  beginning    with 
words    instead    of    letters.       Several 
s«ch  lessons  w.;re    given    during  the 
session,  and  gave  ample  proof  of    the 
advai>tages  afforded  by  a    method  of 
teaching  whicl   addresses  itselt  to  the 
intelligence  of  the  child  rather  than  to 
his  memory  m.-rely.       Other  reading 
lessons  were  a' so  given  of  a  more  ad- 
vanced character,  the  design  of  which 
was  to  show    how    "chihlren    may  be 
taught  to  read  accordmg  to  the  sense 
of  the  author,  giving  proper  emphasis 
on  the  emphat  ic    words,  and    leading 
them  gradually  into   the    graces  of  a 
finished  expre  ision. 

The  leading  leatnre  of  this  institute 
consisted  in    ihe     prominence    given 
particularly  to    primary   instruction, 
and  the  illustiations    afforded  of    the 
best  methods  of  oral    teaching  in  the 
various    brarches    of     the    common 
schools.     Thi^  plan  was  decided  upon 
as  being   best    adapted    to   meet   the 
wants  of  the  Majority  of    the   schools 
in  the  cuBty.       The  wisdom    of    the 
plan  is  also  made. evident    by  the  ob 
vious  truth  that  primary  teaching,  the 
proper  instruction  of  young  children, 
is  by  far  the   nost  important  function 
of  our  commr  n  schools.        It  is  in  the 
primary  scho>l  that  the    skill,  the  pa- 
tience and  th  ;  wisdom  of  the  teacher 
are  subjected   to  the    severest    tests. 
Hence  the    recessity    of    thoroughly 
qualifying  th  i  teacher  for  this  special 
department  o  f  labor.     If  our  children 
in  their  earli<r   years    can    be  wisely 
and  skillfully  instructed— if  they  can, 
during  their  formative  period,  be  sub- 
jected to  right  influence,  they  are  corti- 
paratively  safe,  and  their    future  pro- 
gress in  knox'^ledge  and  wisdom  is  al- 
most assured.     In  furtherance  of  this 
idea  the  pr«<  eedings  of  the    Institute 
were  largely  made  up  of  actual  teach- 
ing lessons,  jjiven  either  to  little  child- 
ren or  to  cla  »8es  of  adults  drawn  from 
the  body  of  ^achers,  with  the  express 
aim  of  illusti  ating  in  their   widest  ap- 
plication, th.»   principles    of   primary 
education  in  respect  to  the  subjects  of 
Reading,  Fcrm,  Language,  Numbers, 
Geography,  Spelling,  and  Object  Les- 
sons.      The  foregoing   subje^s  were 
most  skUlfully  and   agreeably  treated 
by  Misses  t  rake,  Julia  Hamilton,and 
Seely,  and  ly  Mrs.  M.  M.  Burdick,  of 
this  plaee.     The  almost  bfeathless  at- 
tention given  to  the  •xercises  of  these 
ladies  attes -s  more  emphatically  than 
words  can  c  o,  the  hearty  appreciation 
of  their  work  by  the  teachers  and  oth- 
ers in  attendance. 

Another  igreeablefcatureof  the  In- 
stitute was  pre6«.nted  in  the  essays, 
papers  and  poems  read  or  recited  by 
Misses  Hotker,  Smith  and  Seely,  and 
Mrs.  Burdi  ik  ;  aho  by  the  Messrs. 
Bntts  of  Stillwater. 


^hese  papt^rs  Evinced  a  power  of 
thought  and  pAVity  of  style  that  reflect 
great  credit  upon  their  authors,  and 
afford  abundant  evidence  that  they 
are  groxcing  members  of  an  honorable 
profession. 

The  lectKttis  of  the  session  wera  de- 
livered on  Wednesday  and  Thursday 
evenirt^s,  by  Professor  Phelps  and  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Rowe,  of  Afion.  That 
of  Pi  ofessor  Phelps  w.is  a  most  con- 
vincing  demonstration  of  the  money 
value  of  Education  as  shown  by  the 
self-evident  truth  that  wealth  can  ex- 
ist only  where  there  is  intelligence  ; 
that  intelligence  not  only  creates,  but 
pVeserveS  it,  while  ignorance  and  Us 
concomitants — idleness,  vice,  pauper- 
ism and  crime — are  the  most  prolific 
Sources  of  poverty  and  waste.  That 
of  Mr.  Rowe  was  a  thoughtful,  forci- 
ble and  beautiful  illustration  of  the 
value  of  natural  science  as  a  study  for 
the  teacher  in  his  leisure  hours.  We 
wish  that  these  lectures  could  be  both 
heard  and  read  by  every  teacher  and 
parent  in  the  State. 

The  Institute  was  favored  by  the 
•presence  of  many  of  the  leading  citi- 
zens of  the  county.  Prominent  among 
them  were  the  clergymen  of  the  Pres- 
byterian and  Congregational  churches. 
Gov.  Holcombe,  whose  zeal  in  the 
cause  of  popular  education  is  well 
known,  was  present,  encouraging,  by 
his  earnest  words,  our  noble  band  of 
teachers  who  are  struggling  upward 
to  still  greater  excellence  in  their  im- 
portant work. 

The  citizens  of  Cottage  Grove  were 
unbounded    in    their    hospitality:  and 
untiring  in  their  efforts  to  provide  for 
the  comfort  of  those    in    attendance. 
We  believe  we  but  reiterate   the  con- 
viction of  every  person    present,  that 
this  session  of  the  Institute  was  in  ev- 
ery respect    a    success,  and    that  its 
proceedings  will  exert  an  influence  for 
good  which  will  be    felt    throughout 
the  county.       We  trust  that    not  the 
least  of  its  Vosults  will    be    a  prrin^pt 
movement  of  the  citizens  of    Cottage 
Grove  in    behalf  of    a    noble    union 
school,  worthy  alike  of    their    intelli- 
'rence,    their    liberalitv,  and    of    the 
cause  of  education  in  their  midst. 

Just  previous  to  adjournment,  a 
committee  on  resolutions,  previously 
appointed,  *  rep.>rted  the  following, 
which  were  nnanimously  adopted  :

toor  of  inspection  through   the  western  | 
district  of  his  diviaioD,  occupies  him  at  this 
time,  and  prevents  his  being  with  ua.  Yon  j 
would   be  gratified   In  simply  seeing  one  ] 
who  bore  so  noble  a  part  in  the  great  war  j 
for  national  life  and  unity.    It  is  a  sight 
worth  seeing,  to  meet  the  great  hero.  And 
I  can  assure  you  that  in  bearing  Sherman 
vou  would  be  interested  beyond  seeing  and 
hearing  moet  other  gentlemen.     He  is  the 
most  interesting  man   I  ever  met     His 
mind  is  the  moek  prolido  j  his  sympathies 
the  moet  universal  and  cordial  of  any  of 
the  great  men  that  it  has  been  my  fortune 
to  know.     It  ia  no  common  loss  you  suffer 
In  his  absence  to-day.     Let  us  hope  that 
on  lome  future  occasion  of  this  kind — next 
year,  we  will  trust — he  will  be  able  to  ful- 
fill the  engagement  he  has  made  with  your 
State  Society. 

There  are  other  gentlemen  to  speak, 
and  I  shall  enter  briedy  upon  a  few  topics 
that  I  trust  will  interest  you.  Yon  are 
interested  in  the  objects  of  sight  around 
yoo,  and  in  the  greetings  of  neighbors  and 
friends,  more  than  you  would  be  in  any 
learned  diMuseion  of  phuciplee  or  modes 
of  agriculture,  even  if  I  were  able  to  en- 
tertain yon  with  such. 

Tbeee  fairs  aeide  from  the  exhibition  of 
products,  are  occasions  for  sucial  greet- 
mga, — for  epeakiog  to  one  another  of 
practical  experienoe  and  observation  ra* 
ther  thau  of  instruction  or  entertainment 
from  an  address. 

Another  consideration  that  admonishes 
me  to  be  brief  is  that  to-day  is  set  down 
in  the  programme  for  the  trial  of  i^peed 
of  horses  I  quite  agree  with  Mr.  Gree- 
ley in  a  remark  be  made  at  the  Minneapo- 
lis fair  lest  year,  that  he  much  preferred 
to  speak  on  some  other  day  than  the  one 
of  races.  He  didnt  like  to  come  in  com- 
petition of  with  the  horses.  Much  more 
mifbt  I,  without  Mr.  Greeley's  great  re- 
putation, shrink  from  competition  with 
fast  horses. 

Nearly  eeventeon  years  I  had  occasion 
in  a  poblio  addrees  to  speak  of  the  nat- 
ural resources  and  advantages  of  Minne- 
■ota.*  The  circurastancea  then  and  now 
form  a  striking  contrast  Seventeen 
years  ago  all  this  beautiful  land  that  we 
see  around  us,  that  we  have  traversed  in 
coming  here,  was  a  wildeme^,  the  home 
of  wild  beasts  and  wilder  men.  Now  it 
is  the  abode  of  civilization,  of  cultivated 
men,  of  onltivated  fields,  of  countless 
herds  of  domei^tio  cattle. 

The  wilderness  has  indeed  blossomed 
•a  the  rose. 

When  I  spoke  seventeen  years  ago  of 
th«  climate  and  soil  of  Minnesota  with 
reference  to  succeeefai  agriculture,  it  was 
of  an  unsolved  problem.  It  was  of  what 
I  believed  wonld  be,  for  I  then  had  the 
fullest  faith  in  Minnesota  as  an  agriculto- 
ral  country.  Now  I  come  to  speak  of  no 
doubtful  propositloD,  but  of  that  which 
has  been  fully  demonstrated.  Then  I 
spoke  prophetically ;  now,  of  fulfil- 
ment 

But  what  need  have  I  to  speak  of  the 
great  fSaot — eo  well  established — of  the 
capacity  of  Mlnneeota  for  agriculture? 
Years  of  successful  farming  have  fully 
proved  it ;  and  it  is  only  necessary  for  us 
to  look  around  to  witness  the  abundant 
evidence  here.  Words  to  the  hearing  are 
less  forcible  than  objects  to  the  eight 
The  exhibition  of  stock  and  of  farming 
products  at  this  fair  speak  more  convino- 
iim|j  than  any  words  of  mine. 

£k)nbtl«Bs  there  are  some  new  comers 
and  straagers  here  to  whom  statistics  of 
our  agrioidtural  development  and  capac- 
ity are  not  familiar.  For  the  benefit  of 
saoh  I  wiU  re-produce  a  few  figures. 

The  number  of  acres  of  plowed  land  in 
Minnesota,  in  1S50,  was  1,900— equalled 
by  some  single  farms  of  the  present  day. 
In  18l»4  the  area  of  plowed  land  was  15,- 
000  acres ;  In  1860,  433,000  ;  In  1866, 
030,000  acres. 

The  quantity  of  wheat  produced  in 
Minnesota  in  1850  was  1,400  bushels;  in 
1864,  7,000  bushels ;  in  1860,  5*000,000 ; 
and  in  1866,  10,000,000  bushels.  Being 
in  the  latter  year  forty  bushels  to  each  in- 
habitant i  a  product  in  proportion  to  in- 
habitants greater  than  aoy  other  country 
in  the  world. 

In  1868  Minnesota  mported  l>read- 
stnfb;  in  1860  we  ejtrported  3,000,000 
boshels  of  wheat;  in  1866,  8,000.000 
boaheK  Minne-ota  id  proven  to  be  the 
bast  wheat  producing  State  in  America, 
except  only  OalifvirniR. 

The  average  yield  in  Minnesota  in 
1869  was  19  boehels  to  theacre;  in  1S60, 
Sa  bushels;  in  1865,    24  bushels    to  the 


spri iigs  of  the  Father  of  Wnterl  to  th«> 
Gnli,  and  every  whtre  have  found  eorne 
peo;  la  who  were  diacontented,  and  who 
thoi  ght  they  might  have  chosen  a  more 
Cav(  red  land  I  do  not  know  the  fact  jet 
Imkyaasome  that  there  are  a  lew  at 
1ms  ;,  In  Minnesota,  who  donbt  the  supe- 
itor  atlvantages  of  this  country  as  ft  home 
for  .hemselves  and  their  children. 

I  know  of  only  one  question  that  can 
post  ibiy  give  occasion  to  the  least  doubt 
of  i  his  kind  in  t!ie  minds  of  intelligent 
metu

Ihe  only  question  of  great  importance 
to  1  he  people  of  Miundsota  that  ia  at  all 
pro  Jlematical,  is  that  of  a  permanent  aup" 
ply  of  cheap  peat. 

1?«  livsi,  undeniably,  in  a  cold  climate. 
Wt  need  to  provide  fuel  for  many  moutUd 
in!  he  year.  Water  power  fur  manufac- 
tnr  ng,  though  abundant  in  the  State,  ia 
not  to  be  found  everywhere.  Steam 
po>rer  id  the  moet  economical  in  many 
la  »a  and  for  many  purposea     You  can 

Bat  for 
th«  successful  use  of  steam,  cheap  and 
abi  ndant  fuel  is  indispensable.  The  ca- 
pat  itv  of  our  State  fur  manufactuTes  is 
gr«  atly  narrowed  and  limited  it  we  cao- 
noi  find  abundant  fuel.  For  the  smelting 
of  iron,  copper  and  ether  ores  that  un- 
doubtedly abound  in  the  nortLeru  part  of 
thi  State,  fuel  is  indispensable. 

¥here,  for  all  time  and  all 
pu  poses,  shall  we  find  fuel  ? 
With  the  same  conQdence  that  seventeeen 
ye.ur8  ago  I  predicted  and  argued  the  suo- 
cei  e  of  agriculture  iu  Minnesota,  I  now 
pnidict,  and  shall  attempt  to  shot**  you, 
thkt  tnis  question  of  a  permanent  and 
abmdant  supply  of  fuel  aduilts  ot  satisfac- 
toi  y  answers. 

The  §npply  of  fuel  that  bountiful  na- 
tn  e  has  laid  up  in  store  for  the  u-e  of 
miJ),  in  this  region— that  in  ail  things  else 
is  JO  favored — Is  to  be  found  in  the  rich, 
wi  lely  ditFased,  and  exhaustlees  deposits 
of  Peat,  that  exist  in  every  county  in  the 
Sttte,  but  more  abundantly  perhaps  in 
NtilMfn  Minnesota. 

pPlee  of  Peat  for  fuel   for  domestic 
Uiacufacturicg  purposes,   is  a  new 


aora. 

If  we  have  attained  in  the  infancy  of  the 
State  such  wonderful  results  in  agricul* 
tora,  what  will  be  the  fn tore,    w   -^jr 

Minnesota  contains  64,000,000  acres  of 
land.  Last  year,  as  has  been  stated,  the 
cultivated  area  was  only  630,000  acres, 
but  about  a  one  hundreih  part  ot  the 
whole  surface  of  the  State.  Bat  little 
mora  than  one  per  cent,  of  the  State  oa- 
der  cultivation,  and  yet  the  wonderful 
product  of  ten  millions  of  bushels  of  wheat 
alooe. 

I  may  add  by  way  of  encouragement  to 
tha  emigrating  clat<ee8  of  other  States  and 
Europe,  that  there  is  yet  room  and  land 
enough  to  be  had  without  money  and 
without  price  Tliat  at  least  two-thirds  of 
the  area  of  the  State,  or  86,000,000  acres, 
arc  open  for  aetilement  under  the  Free 
Homastead  act 

Is  it  yet  a  qneetion  with  .some  people 
who  have  chosen  Minoeeota  as  a  home, 
whether  they  have  oboeen  wisely  ?  Are 
there  any  who  ask  themselves,  "  is  it  after 
all  the  most  deeirable  country,  even  with 
ita  wooderfol  capacity  for  i«odaoing 
hraadstnflbf 

It  would  be  no  disparagement  to  the 
State  if  such  questions  were  sometimes 
asked.  I  hare  trarerAsfl  this  great  vaTTey 
of  the  Mississippi  from  almost  the  prtmoi

question  in  this  country.  The  primeval 
toiestri  and  the  widely  extended  coal  beds 
of  the  older  States  have  so  fully  met  the 
demand  for  fuel,  that  our  people  have 
th  iught  that  no  other  sources  could  snp- 
pl '  it 

Very  little  ia  known  of  peat  Proba- 
bi '  most  persons  present  think  of  peat 
ot  ly  as  the  poor  substitute  for  wood  and 
« al  of  the  poorer  classes  of  Ireland. 
M  my  of  you  will  be  surprised  when  I  tell 
y<  u  that  millions  of  tons  of  peat  are 
m  *nufactnred  and  consumed  in  Europe. 

Besi*  es  its  moot  extensive  use  for  do- 
maetic  purposes  in  almost  all  Northern 
E  irope,  peat  is  used  in  Great  Britain, 
h  :)lland,  Germany  and  Sweden,  as  fuel  in 
the  arts  and  manufactures,  particolarly 
ot  iron.  The  most  important  metallurgic 
ute  is  in  the  rtfining  of  iron.  In  Sweden 
1(  0  pounds  of  kiln  dried  peat  is  equal  to 
2>t0  pounds  ut  kilu. (Jrittl  wood  for  heavy 
fcving. 

Wheiepeat  abounds  in  Europe,  the 
inaabitautu  make  use  of  it  by  a  very  sim- 
pld  preparation,  merely  digging  and  dry- 
iD<  it  in  the  open  air;  but  for  use  in  the 
atta  and  when  it  has  to  be  handled  much, 
oi  transpeited,  it  has  to  go  through  a 
process  of  manufacturing  and  couipresing 
gc  mewhat  as  day  has  to  be  kneaded  and 
moulded  in  making  into  bricks.  The 
n:ktive  heating  power  of  dense  peat,  well 
dried,  ia  about  the  same  as  good  wood 
and  half  that  of  coals.  From  results  of 
tl  e  ultimate  analysis  of  dry  peat  it  is 
fi  und  that  the  average  product  is  60  per 
cint  of  carbon,  6  per  cent  of  hydrogen, 
and  84  of  oxygen. 

In  Europe  the  cost  of  ordinary  air 
d  ned  peat  is  less  than  a  dollar  a  ton  ;  the 
n  echanically  prepared  article  about  a  dol- 
l«  r  and  a  half  a  ton. 

But  have  we  the  genuine  peat  in  Minne- 
9<  ta  ?  Upon  the  authority  of  both  pi  acti- 
oi  and  scientitic  men,  well  acquainted 
with  the  article  in  Europe,  we  have  the 
gHDuine  peat  in  as  fine  bogs  as  any  in  the 
w  orld. 

Professor  Richard  Eames,  the  brotiier 
ol  the  State  Geologist,  has  a  thorough  ac- 
quaintance with  the  peat  beds  and  mana- 
ffl  otoriee  ot  Europe,  and  he  pronounces 
tl  e  peat  of  Minnesota  eqnal  to  any  in  the 
wjrld.  (Jlher  gentlemen  thoroughly 
c<  mpetent  to  judge  are  equally  assured 

The  manufacture  ot  peat  is  now  begun 
ai  St  Paul.  Entire  success  has  not  yet 
biien  met  with  in  this  preparation  for 
c<  mmercial  purposes,  owing  to  imperfect 
n  achinery,  but  the  tests  fully  demonstrate 
tl  e  quality  of  the  peat  as  fuel,  and  that  it 
ct.n  be  suocesflfuUy  manufactured.  Hon. 
E  irl  8  Goo<lrioh  and  other  gentlemen 
h  ive  invested  in  patents  and  machinery 
q  lite  a  hundred  thousand  dullars,  so  well 
aeured  are  they  of  success.  Mr.  Good- 
rich, who  owns  the  gas  works  in  St.  Paul, 
h  19  in  view,  more  ee{)ecially,  the  ase  of 
p)at  for  illaminating  gas. 

The  analysis  of  peat  taken  from  a  bed 
a  St  Paul,  gave  three  cubic  feet  of  illu- 
n  iuating  gas  from  a  pound  of  peat.  The 
Si  .mple  was  taken  from  a  bog  and  merely 
a  r  dried.     -.  --.i 

.  I  have  entire  contidence  that  we  shall 
uitimately  find  a  permanent  supply  ot 
c  leap  fuel  in  peat. 

I  have  not  referred  to  the  value  of  peat 
a )  a  fertilizer,  and  will  cot  detain  you  to 
d )  so.  Its  value  as  a  fertilizer  has  in 
o  >fier  countries  been   abundantly  proved. 

The  question  of  the  existence  of  min- 
«  al  coal  in  Minnesota  is  by  no  means  set- 
tled in  the  negative.  It  is  still  an  open 
q  lestion.  I  have  believed  that  the  Iowa 
ci»al  field,  or  an  outlying  .basin  of  it, 
*  ould  be  found  in  southwestern  Minne- 
sota. Numerous  ppecimens  of  coal  have 
b)en  found  in  the  State. 

Bat  if  coal  should  not  be  found  in  val- 
u  ible  veins,  I  look  to  peat  fur  fuel  in  the 
fiture  with  perfect  confidence.

I  have  spoken  of  our  unrivaled  pro- 
d  action  of  the  cereals.  But  we  have  Di- 
V  ne  authority  for  the  (ruth  that  man 
9  lall  not  live  by  bread  alone,  and  our 
p  *ople,  and  people  abroad  interested  in 
Linneeota,  have  l>een  clamorous  with  in- 
q  liries  in  regard  to  fruil — whether  fruit 
c  mid  be  succesetully  culivated  in  Minne- 
8'  »ta.

DlVKTSlFT  INDUSTBY. 

I  do  not  kiow  of  any  principle  or  ma^m 
in  farming  that  I  could  enjoin  upon  yoo^or 
illustrate,  of  greater  value  than  to  nrftn- 
siFT  TucB  INDCSTRT.     It  Is  not  profitable 
in  the  long  run  to  cultivate  one  staple,  or 
to  confine  vourselvea  to  one  branch  of 
farming  exclusively.    It  may  be  best  for  a 
few  years  te  do  so.    The  wheat  crop  may 
be  the  readiest  cultivated  upon  opening 
new  faruis,  and  for  a  time  the  most  profit- 
able ;  but  if  lands  are  continuously  sown 
to  wheat  there  will  result  an  exhaustion  of 
certain  elements  of  the  soil  that  will  ulti- 
mately eolceble  the  plant    Bat  abide  from 
this  cous-ideration,  and  while  your   lands 
are  yet  vigorous,  you  will  find  it  more 
profitable  to  divtjrsify  your  crops,  and  to 
raise  fruit,  and  groW   wool,  and  mutton, 
and  beeves,  and  horses,  and  honey,  and 
poultry.     For  foreign  markets  especially, 
articles  of  little  weight  and  balk.      But 
the  more  yon  can  raise  for  a  home  mar- 
ket the  more  profitable  will  you  find  farm- 
ing, the  le:«8  fiuctuating  prices,   and  the 
1  more  certain  the  demand. 
j      Where  the  raw  productions  of  a  coun- 
'  try  are  exported,  the  tendency  is  always 
:  to  low  prices  of  product  and  of  labor  and 
I  land,  and  scarcity  of  capUal. 

Whore  the  proi'ncts  of  a  country  are 
I  manufactured  and  coDbuni(>:!,  land  and 
i  labor  rise  and  capital  becomes  plenty. 

You  have,  as  faricers,  a  very  direct 
intertest  in  encouraging  manufactures  in 
the  State.  When  you  have  spare  capital 
invest  in  the  bt^ck  of  a  woolen  mill  or 
other  manufacturing  establiohment  in 
your  neghborhcwd.  It  will  create  for  you 
a  home  market. 

The  vexed  question  of  the  taiilT— of 
free  trade  and  protection  to  home  indus- 
try—can best  be  settled  by  buiiding  up 
manufactories  right  here  in  MinuesolB. 
Let  your  wheat  l>e  ground  at  home  in 
your  own  mills,  and  in  your  own  manu- 
factories and  work-shops. 

Let  your  wool  be  manofHclnred  into 
cloth  in  yonr  own  mills  to  clotiieyour  own 
l>eople,  and  then  it  will  not  nintter  to  you 
how  high  or  how  low  the  tur  IT  may  be. 
You  will  have  all  the  profit  in  aoy  ease. 
We  have  heard  much  ccmpUint  of  ex- 
horbitant  charges  for  transportHLion — of 
railroad  monopolies  and  steamboat  mo- 
nopolies. So  long  as  we  produce  bulky 
articles  that  have  to  seek  a  market  at  the 
Atlantic  seaboard,  or  on  the  other  aide 
of  the  Atlantic,  we  shall  have  to  pay  these 
monopolies  half  or  more  than  half  their 
value,  and  pay  heavily  again  for  return 
manufactures  into  which  they  are  convert- 
ed for  our  consumption. 

What  simpler  proposition  than  that  it 
is  i)ad  economy — moet  wasteful — to  grow 
wheat  and  wool  and  pay  the  tiansporta- 
tion  a  thousand  miles  or  more  and  then 
buy  "back  and  pay  transportation  over 
again  on  the  mannfacturei  articles  they 
produce.  The  wheat  consumed  by  the 
operative  in  manufacturing  is  as  continu- 
ally re:^old  to  us  as  the  wool  or  other  ma- 
terial of  the  manufactured  article. 

Help  to  build  op  manufacturing  eetab- 
lishmtfi>ts  atd  vi]lai;rs  whenever  there  are 
fiacilitieN,  Htd  >  oar  lands  instead  ot  being 
worth  ten  or  iw  ut^-five  dollars  per  acre, 
will  soon  ba  worth  one  hundred  dollars  or 
more. 

You  have  hero  on  the  Zumbro,  and 
there  is  in  almost  every  county  in  the 
State  abundant  water  power,  rnoning  to 
waste,  that  if  improved,  woold  imraeneely 
enrich  the  State.

I  but  repeat  the  it  junction  ot  Mr. 
Greeley  last  year,  earriestly  counselling 
yon  to  plant  trees  Dj  not  neglect  it 
Largely  our  Stat-;  is  a  prairie  S'.at%  Let 
every  prai  ij  farm  have  its  gr<iV3  of  young 
trees  growing  up  Tfify  will  shelter  you 
and  you  -  stuck  from  the  bUak  winds  of 
winter,  from  the  lurfiirg  hiats  of  sum- 
mer, and  in  a  surp  iMngiy  short  time  will 
supply  you  with  w<)od  f'jr  fuel  and  fencing. 
Your  yards  and  buildiogs  should  all  be 
shaded. 

I  recently  viMted  a  farmer  near  Chica- 
go, who  showed  me  trees  two  feet  in  di- 
ameter, of  his  own  planting:  He  ia  a  man 
but  little  past  the  meridian  of  life. 

In  St.  Paul  Mr.  Oakes  has  his  ample 
grounds  Icxuriently  shaded  by  large  and 
beautiful  trees  ot  little  more  than  a  dozen 
years  growth  from  transplanting.  Ttie 
soft-maple,  box-elder,  cotton-wood,  locu  t 
and  walnut,  I  have  observed,  are  among 
the  most  rapid  growing. 

In  one  of  the  smaller  states  of  Europe 
it  is  or  was  a  law  thst  for  every  tree  cut 
down  another  should  be  planted.  In 
Spain,  I  believe,  it  waa  the  custom  for 
pedlars  to  plant  by  the  roadside  the  seeds 
of  the  fruit  they  eat.  The  trees  growing 
from  these  were  protected  by  law  to  the 
exclusive  use  of  the  wayfaring,  and  fur- 
nished the  traveler  the  refreshment  of 
shade  and  fruit  It  was  a  beautiful  cus- 
tom. 

During  the  thirty  years'  wat  in  Central 
Europe,  in  the  eeventoenth  century,  Bo- 
hemia was  so  deva'^tated  that  forests  grew 
up  and  matured  where  before  a  scarcity 
of  timber  and  fdel  had  been  felt.  So 
ready  is  nature  to  supply  her  bounty  if 
she  Is  given  but  a  chance. 

In  a  prairie  country  nature  has  to  be 
assisted  in  the  planting  or  transplanting, 
and  then  the  work  is  all  her  own. 

Therefore,  do  not  neglect  to  plant  trees. 
They  will  grow  while  >  ou  are  sleeping, 
and  pDsterity  will  bless  your  name  for 
planting  them.  :     .  - 

CONOtOSIOM.-  Tf^-r- 

I  shall  enter  upon  no  eulogy  of  farmers 
or  farming.  That  i  i  often  enough  done. 
Agriculture  relates  nearest  to  the  indi»- 
pensible  wants  of  man.  It  is  and  must 
j  alwajw  be  the  occupation  of  a  great  major- 
ity of  the  raoa.  Its  interests  must  always 
occupy  a  first  place  in  the  mind  of  the 
statesman  and  political  economist.  The 
highest  prosperity  of  the  country  will  he 
secured  by  tha  highest  developme  it  of 
agriculture  and  the  greatest  elevation  of 
those  engaged  in  its  pnrenit.  It  is  the 
moet  dignified  form  of  manaal  labor ;  but 
useful  labor  iu  all  its  forms  ia  dignified.  I 
know  no  more  beautiiul  tribute  to  la- 
bor than  tbat  of  the  great  Webster,  and 
with  it  I  may  fittingly  close  this  address. 
On  one  occa><iun  he  said  :  *'  I  have  spo- 
ken of  labor  as  the  great  substantial  in- 
terest on  which  we  stand.  Not  teudal 
service,  nor  predial  toil ;  not  the  irksome 
drudgery  of  one  race  of  mankind  subject- 
ed on  account  of  color  to  another  race  of 
mankind.  Bat  lab^r,  manly,  intelligent. 
Independent,  earning  its  own  wages,  ac- 
cumulating those  wages  into  capital,  edu- 
cating childLood.  niaiutaiuing  worship, 
claiming  the  right  of  the  elective  fran- 
chise, helping  to  uphold. the  great iiabric 
of  State  itself.  That  is  Amkrican  Labok, 
and  I  con  fees  all  my  sympathies  are  with, 
it,  and  mf  voice,  untU  I  am  dumb,  shall 
be  for  it."

—Since  the  breaking  ont  of  the  eholers 
in  Cincinnati,  there  have  lieen  1,406  deaths 
from  the  disease  in  tbat  city,  244  of  which  oc- 
curred in  September.  It  has  now  almost  dis- 
appeared. • 

—A  large  and  disastrons  fire  occurred 
at  Florence,  Ala,  on  last  Monday  night,  origi- 
nating in  Tappard's  store  and  destroying  hve 
stores  on  Main  street  worth  f  15,000,  on  which 
there  was  an  insurance  of  only  $5,000. 

— A  fearful  tragedy  was  enacted  at 
Medina,  Lenawee  County,  Michigan,  yesterday 
morning.  A  woman  named  Slmms,  wife  of  a 
farm  laborer,  took  her  four  children  to  a  bam 
and  cut  all  of  their  tliroats,  and  then  her  own. 
Three  of  the  children  and  the  mother  are 
dead.    The  fourth  child  cannot  recover. 

. — A  balloon  ascension  took  place  at 
Albion.  N.  Y.,  on  Tuesday,  the  occupant  of 
which  intended  to  alight  at  Syracuse.  The 
empty  balloon  was  picked  up  o^  Lake  Onta- 
rio the  same  day,  and  it  ia  feared  that  the 
a;rial  traveler  has  perished. 

—Mrs.  Bitchie,  the  widowed  daughter  of  the 
late  Gleneral  Wadsworth  of  Genesseo,  is  said  to 
be  engaged  to  the  Duke  of  Kntlaed,  one  of  the 
wealthiest  Peers  of  England.  Mrs.  Bltchle  is 
beautiful  and  distinrjue.  She  was  some  time 
ago  the  guest  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ire- 
land, and  at  a  ball  at  Dublin  Castle  she  excited 
general  admiration,  and  the  Prince  of  Wales 
asked  on  that  occasion  to  be  Introduced  to  her. 
The  Duke  of  Rutland  is  a  very  old  man,  while 
the  lady  Is  young,  so  tbat  there  ia  still  some 
doubt  whether  she  will  consent  to  become  the 
mistress  of  Belvoir  Castle  and  of  a  number  of 
other  magnificent  chateaux  and  estates. 

— Watt  J.  Smith,  son  of  the  late  Caleb 
B.  Smith,  died  hi  Indianapolis,  Sept.  27,  of 
Panama  fever,  contracted  on  his  way  home 
from  South  America.  He  waa  formerly  his 
father's  confidential  clerk  in  the  Interior  De- 
partment, and  afterward  Clerk  ol  the  United 
States  District  Court 

Brevet  M^or  J.  Jones,  Saperintendent 
of  the  Freedmen's  Bureau  for  Northern  Ala- 
bama, who  is  now  in  Washington,  says  the 
people  iu  that  section  are  anxious  for  a  peace- 
ful settlement  of  all  national  dlfflcnlties,  and 
aecept  the  present  condition  of  affairs  in  good 
faith.  Their  treatment  of  the  Freedmen  is 
humane  and  honorable,  and  they  entertain  no 
malice  toward  Northern  men  who  are  not  of. 
fenslve.  Business  is  being  re-established  and 
the  plantations  have  produced  bountifully,  and 
enterprising  men  from  the  North  are  prosper- 
ing. 

— ^The  London  Review  has  the  follow- 
ing: "The  efflux  of  gold  to  the  United  States 
has  continaed  on  a  somewhat  larger  scale  than 
had  been  looked  for.

The  crMnary  art  forms  a  part  of  the  ed- 
ucation of  women  in  Germany.  The  well- 
to-do  tradesman,  like  the  mechanic,  takes 
ptide  in  seeing  his  daughters  good  house- 
keepers. To  effect  this  object  the  girl  on 
leaving  school,  which  she  does  when  about 
14  years  of  age,  goes  throngh  the  cere- 
mony of  confirmation,  and  then  is  placed 
by  her  parents  with  a  country  gentleman, 
or  in  a  large  family,  where  atie  remains 
one  or  two  years,  filling  what  may  almost 
be  termed  the  post  of  servant,  and  doing 
the  work  of  one.  This  is  looked  npon  as 
an  apprenticeship  to  domestic  economy. 
She  differs  from  a  servant,  however,  in 
this :  she  receives  no  wages ;  ber  parents 
often  pay  for  the  care  taken  of  her,  as 
well  as  her  clothing. 

This  is  the  first  step  in  ber  edacation  as 
housekeeper.  Sbe  next  passes,  en  the 
same  conditions,  into  the  kitchen  of  a 
rich  private  family,  or  into  that  of  a  hotel 
ot  good  repute.  Here  i>be  has  control  of 
the  expenditures  and  of  the  servants  em- 
ployed in  it,  and  assists  personally  in  the 
cooking,  but  is  always  addreseed  as  frati^ 
lein  or  Miss,  and  is  treated  by  the  family 
with  deference  and  consideration.  Many 
daughters  of  rich  families  receive  similar 
training,  with  this  difference,  however, 
tbat  they  receive  it  in  a  prinoely  mansion, 
or  a  royal  residence.  There  is  a  reigning 
queen  in  Germany,  at  the  present  moment 
who  was  trained  in  this  way.  Oonse- 
quently,  the  women  in  Germany  are  per- 
fect models  of  economy.

The  Fair  is  the  great  centre  of  attraction 
this  week  in  Rochester,  and  from  a  visit  to  the 
KTOonds  to-day,  it  Is  evident  it  will  be  a  great 
BQCceas.  T  notice  a  goodly  delegation  here 
from  St.  Paul,  M.iimeapoIis  and  other  up  river 
towns,  while  the  entries  for  articles  on  ex- 
hibition shows  a  che<:rful  desire  on  the  part  of 
those  in  the  Northeni  part  of  the  State  to  aid 
Rochester  iu  making'  a  creditable  display  on 
the  occasion.

To-morrow  will 
speak  more  favoratily  in  this  department, 
without  a  donbt  What  has  beea  entered 
to  day  is  decidedly  creditable ;  but  In  this  line 
Southern  Minnesota  may  compare  favorably 
with  the  Northeni  counties,  yet  she  can't  beat 
as,  by  a  long  chalk. 

Regarding  the  accommodations  on  the  Fair 
f^rounds,  being  temporary  buildings,  they  are 
of  course  inferior  to  ih')se  at  Minneapolis,  and 
I  am  told  the  lumber  has  been  rented  for  the 
occasion,   at    twelve   dollars   per   thousand. 
Among   the   articles    I    examined  to-day   i 
oetice  a  remarkable  hivention  know  as  Hunt- 
er's patent  well.    It  consists  of  a  simple  Iron 
tnbe  of  one  and  a  half  inch  bore,  closed,  sharp- 
eaed  at  the  end.    A  lew  inches  from  the  point, 
are  four  slits,  about  ao-eight  of  an  inch  in 
width  and  a  foot  In  kcg^th.    This  tube  is  driv- 
en into  the  ground  until  its  strikes  water— the 
pump  is  then  screwed  on  and  you  .commence 
pampiDg ;  the  water  flows  freely,  and  the  in- 
ventor offers  any  bo<ly  fifty  dollars  who  cin 
pnmp  the  well  dry.    I  saw  him  sink  a  tnbe  ten 
'   feet  and   commence  pumping  water  in  £fieen 
minutes.    The  pump  has  been  ttirowing  water 
all  day.    Cost  of  pipe  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents 
per  foot— cost  of  pomp  five  dollars— warranted 
pot  to  freeze  up. 

A  new  improvement  in  horse  bay  forks  in 
operation,  by  which  a  ton  of  hay  can  oe  un- 
loaded from  the  wa)i;on  to  the  stack  or  mow  in 
ten  minutes. 

The  plow  department  offers  much  of  inter> 
est  oad  there  is  much  competition  in  this  line 
which  is  every  way  commendable.  There  are 
hand  plows,  gang  plows  and  buggy  plows ;

They  were,  to  soy  the  least,  decidedly 
musical,  and  hod  very  large  ears. 

The  Devon  cottle  exhibited  were  coaeidered 
of  very  pure  blood.  This  class  of  stock  waa 
not  large  but  was  duly  noticed. 

Some  pure  blooded,  short  homed  Durtioms, 
in  capital  condition,  were  olso  exlbited. 

Of  swine  the  dlsploy  was  email,  including 
some  good  Snffblks  crossed  with  Chester 
Wliite,  and  o  few  Chester  Whites  were  noticed 

There  were,  in  all,  abaut  two  thousand  sheep 
on  the  grounds,  bat  did  not  come  up  to  the 
displays  in  this  line,  heretofore  seen  in  our 
State  Fairs.  A  few  were  decidedly  good  but 
most  of  a  low  grade. 

It  is  bat  Justice  to  say  that  the  Executive 
Committee  ased  every  exertion  to  secure  a 
tall  ond  importiol  trial  of  farming  implements. 
If  fault  is  found  it  should  be  laid  to  the  Com- 
mittoegs  making  the  awards,  and  not  to  the  of- 
ficers of  the  Society.

The  last  day  of  the  Fair  odds  another  to  the 
bright  sans  llut  hove  greeted  us  on  this  mem- 
orable occasion.  At  an  early  hour  all  was  life 
and  activity.  In  the  hurry  with  which  tiie 
committees  were  obliged  to  perform  their  du- 
ties and  the  oonfbslon  caused  by  the  crowd, 
the  blue  ril^bons  very  naturally  got  ottoched 
lo  many  articles  In  many  instances,  canting 
the  worthy  aeplronts  to  public  favor  to  pile  in 
(heir  protests  th's  morning.  The  cliarging  of 
the  awards  caused  some  fluttering  on  the  port 
of  exhibitors,  who  lake  pride  la  odverllsiDg 
the  favor  shown  them  at  the  State  Fairs.

not  think  of  getting  whole  sonled  Minneso- 
lian's  like  mcKl  of  us,  to  perceive  advantages 
in  costly  Implements  for  less  than  o  "ten 
eopt "  ot  least. 

We  have  had  a  glorious  good  time  and  hove 
found  some  geniol,  good-souled  people  in  Ro- 
chester. The  Reporters  were  well  cared  for 
and  will  ever  hold  in  kind  rememt>ronce  the 
many  otlentionB  shown  them.  D.  Heaney,^ 
Esq.,  in  particular,  kept  open  bouse  during 
the  Fair  and  lo  him  and  his  most  amiable  lady 
are  my  thanks  for  one  moet  cheerfully  ten- 
dered for  his  liberal  hospltollly.  On  such  oc- 
casions It  adds  materially  to  tbe  pleasure  of 
the  arduous  duties  devolving  upon  a  Reporter 
lo  find  such  cordiality.

He  come  from  Ohio  where 
fruit  is  plenty ;  he  found  no  fruit  here  ond  his 
flrst  attempts  were  laughed  at  by  his  neigh- 
bors,  being  a  lot  of  trees  he  purchased  at  La 
Croose  ten  years  ago  that  bo  one  else  would 
touch.    Some  of  that  fruit  was  now  presented 
to  the  gentlemen  present.    Many  were  afraid 
to  set  out  trees,  but  he  was  satisfied  we  could 
raise; fruit  here.    He  loses  no  trees  on  old 
cultivoted  land  but  does  lose  some  on  new 
groand.    Trees  should  be  set  on  ground  where 
early  melting  snows  will  ran  from  the  trees 
and  prevent  tlie  slush  from  freezing  aboat  the 
trank  which  will  be  apt  to  loosen  the  bark 
and  kLill  the  trees.    Ontwoof  tbe  trees  he  flrst 
set  out  he  gothered  lost  Soturdoy  three  bush- 
els oDd  con  sell  them  to-doy  for  fifteen  dollars. 
Jersey  Sweets— the  very  tips  of  the  trees  never 
hove  been  injured  by  our  winters.    The  frail 
is  of  extra  lorge   sisa   ond  o  tioudsome  red 
opple.

I  om  positive  Judge  Olln  will  be  also  remem- 
bered by  those  whom  he  so  cordially  received. 
I  am  prompted  to  mention  ttiis  from  the 
fact  thot  some  in  Rochester  took  odvon- 
tage  of  the  great  influx  of  farmen  to  ad- 
vance somewhot  upon  their  asooi  rates  on 
this  occasion.  Sach  o  course  is  poor 
policy  OS  it  iavariably  engenders  hard 
feellDg«.  It  is  rough  enough  to  be  crowded  to 
the  third  or  foarth  tabic  and  luxuriate  upon  o 
buffalo  robe  or  blanket  on  the  floor,  but  when 
the  price  is  doubled  for  such  occommodatlons 
it  comes  tough  on  the  mourners.  Double  toll 
when  the  water  is  low  and  the  stones  are  dull 
is  excusable  in  a  grist  mill,  but  moderation  at 
agricultural  fairs  is  commeniJoble. 

Complimentary  to  the  good  reputation  of 
the  city  of  Rochester  I  must  soy  that,  not- 
withstanding  the  Immense  crowd  of  people 
that  have  been  in  town  during  the  week, 
everything  has  l)ecn  orderly  and  I  liove  not 
seen  on  Intoxicated  person,  owhig  probably  in 
port  to  the  ealoona  being  In  such  close  prox- 
imity to  the  Zumbro,  th^  water  in  whkh  has 
falleu  six  Inches  during  the  Fair. 

The  genial  spirit  that  presides  over  tbe 
Rochester  Post,  the  bat=hlul  Leonard,  will  of 
course  vouch  tor  all  that  I  say.

The  trial  of  reapers  woaone  of  much  interest 
to  oor  farmers.  The  Syracose  Reaper 
and  the  Kirby  Reaper  did  work  with  their 
Eclf-rakers  so  nearly  alike,  and  so  perfect  were 
bclfarthat  it  waa  olntost  impossible  for  the 
Cofiamittfee  to  make  o  decision  in  preference 
of  either.  The  first  premiam  was  oworded  to 
the  Syracuse,  in  thot  it  regolates  ttie  slaa  of  the 
bundle,  which  is  under  the  control  of  the 
driver.  Tha  Manny  also  received  o  1st  pre 
minm  for  its  quality  os  o  Reaper,  and  thot  it 
con  b3  readily  changed  from  a  eelf-roke  to  a 
hand  roke.  The  contest  between  thresh- 
ing macliines  wi^fi  spirited  among  exhib< 
itors  It  Is  to  be  boped  that  at  the  next  Stale 
Fdir.staclu  of  grain  wil  be  provided  for  a  work- 
bag  trial  of  these  macliines.

With  fair  water  in 
the  sprng,  and  ordinary  snow  daring 
the  winter,  our    informant    estimates 
that  two-tWrds— or  about  334,000>000 
feet— of  this  lumber  will  be  transport- 
ed to  market  during   the    spring  and 
summer.       Present  prices,  rafted    in 
Lake  St  Croix,  range  from|16  to  $18 
per  thousand  feet       Assuming    that 
these  estimates  are  not    too  low,  and 
taking  the  present  lowest  market  rates 
of  lumber,  this  yield  would  amount  to 
the  enormous  sum  of  over  five  million 
dollars  !      When  it    is  known    these 
lumber  camps  are  principally  supplied 
at  this  city,  that  the    rafting  is    done

After  leaving  Richmond,  the 
aotfaee  of  the  oonntry  becomes  more  roll- 
ing, and  there  is  an  occasioaal  opportuni- 
ty for  the  Road  Supervisor  to  display  his 
ability.    The  farms  are  generally  decora- 
ted with  log  cabin*.      I  notice  fine  hay 
meadows  oooasionally.    Sheep  are  in  fiue 
condition,  thongh  not  in  very  large  flecks. 
In  all  directtoBs  are  large  stackaU  grain, 
and   e^ery  one  hundred   and  sixty   acres 
boasts  of  a  thriving  farmer.     The  road 
lor  some  distance  ezteads  on  the  moder- 
ately high  ridge  of  land  overlooking  the 
Sauk ;  soutli  of  which  an  extensive  view 
is  obtained.    As  far  as  the  vision  extends, 
^rm-houees  are  visible ;  while  the  k>w- 
lands  of  the  river,  subject  to  annual  over- 
flow, furnish  magnificent  hayfields.    When 
the  prairie  fires  have  been  kept  off  by  due 
precaution,   I  notice  fine  groves  of  oak 
and  poplar  growing  quite  thrifty,  which 
inafbw  yean  will  afford  an  abundant 
supply  of  fuel  and  fencing. 

At  twelve  o'clock  we  reached  Kenne- 
beok,  IS  miles;  which  name  if  course  indi- 
cates a  Yankee  settlement— of  three  fam- 
W\mtL  ThOT  «nnreoiate  mail  facilities,  and 
have  a  post  office.  I  believe  there  is  no 
oempetition  for  the  office  of  poet  master, 
although  the  office  accommodates  the  set- 
tlers for  several  miles. 


Occasionally  as  we  ride  along  I  notice 
a  cabin  whitewashed  and  other  marks 
about  the  premises  indicating  the  home  of 
an  American  and  upon  inquiry  of  the 
driver  invariably  find  that  the  occupant  is 
a  whole-souled,  generous  man.  I  will 
therefore  set  it  down  that  whitewash  on 
the  froiltier  denotes  refinement  and  gene- 
roaity  eombined.  Now  and  then  a  snug 
frame  building  relieves  the  eye.  In  the 
German  neighborhoods,  males  and  females, 
old  and  young,  are  busy  digging  potatoes 
and  doing  other  out  door  work,  and  in  a 
few  instances  I  see  girls  holding  the  plow. 
To  me  they  appear  out  of  place.  Politi- 
cal economists  may  see  it  in  a  different 
light  and  my  education  may  be  at  fault, 
bat  I  have  been  taught  to  believe  the  field 
was  no  place  for  a  colored  female  to  labor 
and  thai  all  femalea  were  alike  in  this  re^ 
apeot.  It  hardly  seems  to  me  a  judicious 
way  of  encouraging  those  fiaer  feelings 
necessary  to  make  kind  and  aff-ctionate 
mothers — bat  money  being  the  oi'J3ct  and 
happiness,  secondary,  my  philosophizing 
will  hardly  be  heeded.   : 

At  Oak  Grove  Station  we  eat  dinner. 
Eleven  miles  from  Kennebec  Poet  Office 
we  stop  ac  New  Maoich,  a  German  eettle- 
ment  of  about  100  inlTabitaotf,  a  Catljolio 
ohnrch — and  St.  Oloud  supplies  the  Idtrer. 
The  great  ohuroh-bell  here  ia  the  most 
striking  feature  ot  attraction.  Soon  after 
leaving  Macich  we  crc^s^  the  Sank  by 
means  of  a  long  bridge  covered  with  tam- 
arao  pdes.  The  county  oogbt  to  improve 
the  bridges  and  culverts  on  this  route, 
nothing  speaks  more  in  favor  of  a  cuonty 
than  good  roads  and  bridges. 

Sight  milea  from  Munich  we  come,^ 
Mehroee  post  office.  About  sunset  we 
reached  Sauk  Oentre.  For  the  last  ten 
mCea  we  have  run  in  a  due  northerly 
course  ;  on  our  right  ia  the  edge  of  the. 
foreet  which  extends  to  the  Missisaippi, 
wUle  to  the  west  we  overlook  a  country 
dotted  with  farm  houses,  the  view  is  open 
with  aa  occasional  grove  of  timber,  a 
glimpse  of  the  Sauk  is  occasionally  visible 
while  the  whole,  having  a  soil  of  g^eat 
fertility,  gives  one  a  view  of  a  portion  of 
Minnesota  «an  hardly  be  equalled  the  on 
faoe  of  the  earth.  I  have  heard  and  read

We  stayed  over 
It  at  the  Centre,  and  about  seven  the 
t  morning  started  for  Pomine  de  Tarre 
inoonly  known  in  this  section  as  Pome 
iip.  Tha  most  delightfol  of  Indian 
imer  weather  favors  us.  A  few  miles 
a  town  we  come  to  a  country  some- 
it  broken,  much  rolling  prairie,  giving 
a  hint  of  those  *'arid  plain?,"  I  am 
earch  of.  Fourteen  miles  brings  us  to 
kis  Lake,  a  beautiful  sheet  of^ater 


ut  fourteen  miles  long,  and  the 
est  part  is  four  miles.  The  land  is  all 
en  up  on  the  shores  of  the  Lake.  A 
im  saw  mill  is  building  at  the  south 
of  the  lake.  A  Post-office  ia  estab- 
ed  here. 

.  in  accident  happened  in  this  vicinity  a 
fev  days  since.  A  young  man  by  the 
cat  ne  of  Thomaa  Gordon  was  out  hunting, 
he  had  killed  three  deer  and  started  up 
801  le  Elk.  A  Norwegian  with  a  grey  cap 
ab'iut  dark  was  hunting  cattle,  and  bein^. 
in  he  brush  was  mistaken  by  Gordon  for 
an  elk,  he  fired,  the  ball  passing  through 
thd  NorwegiaYi*s  bowels,  coming  out  at  his 
baik.     The  man  died  Friday  night. 

3oon  after  leaving  Oiiakis,  we  entered 
a  1  elt  of  timber,  and  for  twelve  miles  we 
ha  I  to  go  over  a  road  that  would  make  a 
Sa  ot  weep,  but  to  a  homan  being, 
trt  nkled  witli  torpidity  of  liver,  it  must 
be  decidedly  invigorating.  In  five  miles 
dr  ve  we  come  to  Lakes  Victoria  and  Ge- 
ne ra,  which  are  separated  by  a  narrow 
atrip  of  land,  over  which  the  road 
pa  «es.  Toe  lakes  are  each  about  three 
mi.esin  length  and  a  mile  broad,  and 
till  rteen  miles  from  Osakie. 

Two  miles  beyond  we  reach  Alexandria, 
wLere  we  stop  for  dinner.  There  is  here 
tht  old  stockade,  which  is  the  principal 
ob  ect  of  attraction— a  store  and  good 
/rentier  hotel,  built  in  the  primitive  style. 
This  is  a  good  point  for  sportsmen — there 
art'  plenty  of  deer.  Elk  and  bear,  a  few 
ol«er,pleoty  of  mink; 'coon,  rats  and 
•kinka^of  wild  fowl,  partridge,  prairio- 
ch  ckens,  i^ooks  and  geese — no  wild  be:s, 
bu ;  little  wild  rice,  and  lots  of  cranber- 
ik'&  'Alexaadria  occupies  a  portion  of 
lev  el  prairie,  well  surrounded  with  timber. 
Al  out  fiiteen  miles  west  of  this  plaoe  is 
H«  Imes  city,  where  there  is  a  population 
of  Eome  four  hundred  people,  most  of 
wl  om  bav9  settlejr  there  this  season,  and 
I  aear  of  settlements  in  all  directions 
wlere  mail  facilities  are  seriously  and 
juitly  damanded. 

Alexandria  is  on  the  shore  of  Lake 
At  nes,  another  fine  body  of  water,  about 
tw  3  miles  in  width.  These  lakes  are  well 
Bt<  eked  with  fish,  and  have  nice  gravelly 
ah  >re8.  In  the  village  of  Alexandria 
th'tre  are  about  fifty  inhabitants— in  the 
▼iilnity  the  settlers  are  kept  away,  in 
mt  ny  instances,  by  the  land  being  entered 
by   speculators.      These   infernal   land- 
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open  country.  A  wild  bee  llghtij  on  ray  arm 
while  wrlllnR.  As  we  journey  on,  cabins  with 
sod  roofd  Indicate  a  dtparturo  from  civUiza- 
tion,  and  that  we  arc  Retting  ntnr  the  out- 
ikirU  of  this  year's  em'-Kralion.  Granite 
boulders  are  vialWe  and  a  gravelly  soil  pre- 
dominates for  some  distance. 

The  road  now    pasaei  over  a    high  ridjce  of 
land  iflvin?   a   flno   view   of   the    country. 
Prairie  Area  have  swept  over  the  whole,  doimt 
a  vast  deal  of  damage  to  the  groves  of  youDg 
Umber.    The  surface  of  the  country  U  rolling 
and  more  abrupt  than  any  yet  seen.    The  soil 
I  Is  Rood  and  the  road  more  firm.    Gophers  or 
Poach  rata  have  things  their  own  way,  jodic- 
Ing  from  the  hills  of  earth  they  are  throjlns 
npin  all  dlrecUona.    The   scenery   now  for 
several  miles  is  grand,  beautiful ;  much  prairie 
with  here  and  there  a  cosy  Rrove,  and  ranpo* 
of  high  land  covered  with  timber  lo  ihodia- 
Uuce.    To  our  right  is  the  dense  smoke  of  a 
raging  are,  on  our  left,  the  spai  kllng  water 
of  a  pretty  lake,  on  whose  surf^ice  uyriada  of 
ducks  arc  eporllng.  apparently  h%\\i'A  »    K«y 
and  festive  time;-Ko  it  ducks !    The  progre  s 
of  Democratic  Institutions  will  soon  interfere 
with  your  lUtle  arraagemeats,  aod  the  wave 
of  civUizaUon  wUl  obllierate  you  from  the  face 
of  the  earth.    "  Advance  column !" 

Now  we  come  to  more  new  breakiDR  r.nd  a 
long  suing  of  fence— a  cozy  cabin  eccupled  by 
Yankees— stage  stops,  a  bright-eyed  genUe- 
manly  little  fellow  of  ten  summers  comes  out 
for  papers  and  letters,  which  the  driver  has 
brought  (W)m  the  last  office.  I  am  the  only 
passenger  and  naturally  notice  every  lilUa  la- 
cident  to  pass  away  the  time  and  I  did  not  ex- 
pect to  hear  "  I  thank  you  sir,"  quite  so  far  cff 
on  the  frontier.  That  boy  has  a  good  mother 
and  perhaps  ho  will  some  day  be  a  stout,  fleshy 
man  and  go  to  Congress. 

Another  mile  and  we  see  another  new  cabin 
In  a  grove  on  the  bank  of  another  nameless 
lake,  the  roof  Is  shingled  and  of  course  it  is 
the  home  of  an  American,  the  location  has 
been  made  vrilh  an  eye  that  can  see  beaaUes 

lu  nature. 

Thus  far  I  see  no  great  scarcity  of  timber, 
there  is  enough  for  settlers  of  the  present  gen- 
eration and  as  soon  arfthe  land  U  occupied  the 
pralrie.flres  will  stop,  when  forests  wUl  spring 
op  for  the  use  ot  genei^tlons  to  come. 

Fifteen  miles  from  Alaxendrla  we  reach 
Whiskey  lAke,  so  named  (rem  the  fact  that 
Wbe  whiskey  wa«on  belongiDS  to  Hatche'a 
BatUlion  broke  down  hero,  and  some  of  the 
boys  got  a  lilUe  lively  on  the  occasion.  The 
lake  ia  very  pretty,  with  high  banks— It  Is 
about  one  mile  long  and  half  a  mile  wide. 

On  we  go  by  the  winding  road,  paasing  an- 
other fine  lake  and  soon  after  ascend  rising 
ground  overlooking  JCnippewa  Likrf.  Tradi- 
tion says  an  army  once  camped  here,  and  the 
rifle  pits,  now  overgrown  with  graaa,  are 
pointed  out.  A  mile  further,  and  seventeen 
from  Alexandria,  we  come  to  Chippewa.  It  is 
an  old  stage  station— one  log  house,  aurronnd- 
by  a  stockade  put  up  this  year.  lu  the  vicin- 
ity a  large   number  of  settlers 


here  commences  those  "  arid  plains ;  the^Bun 
sluking.in  the  west.  Is  hid  by  a  heavy  cloud 
that  with  the  burnt  prairie  shows  the  dark 
side  of  the  picture ;  but  It  Is  beautiful  for  all 
that.

proved nextTear.  A  post-office  here  will  be  a 
public  benefit  The  soil  here  Is  number  one.  and 
timber  plenty— lakes  abundant— hay  plenty- 
wild  game  In  profusion.  BuCTilo  come. closely, 
but  the  proprietor  tells  me  none  have  yet  come 
into  his  house. 

Lieut  Freodenrich  ia  the  "  head  centre"— 
and  an  enterprising  go  ahead  man.  The  new 
settlers  are  mostly  Americana,  and  returned 
eoldlers ;  but  there  Is  a  dearth  of  wives. 

Leaving  Chippewa  we  pass  a  chain  of  bkes 
.stocked  with  pickerel  of  enormous  size,  and  so 
plenty  that  in  the  spring  of  the  year,  when 
they  are  passing  from  one  lake  to  the  other 
where  the  road  (jrosses,  men  stand  on  the 
bridge  with  pitch  forks  and  fork  them  out 
A  ten  pound  pickerel  la  considered  small  frj'. 
From  what  I  have  just  seen  1  do  not  doubt  it 

Now  we  pass  a  train  of  ox  teams  coming 
ft-om  Abercrooibie,  no  uncommon  thing  on 
this  road,  as  trains  are  on  the  route  all  the 
while  between  8t  Cioud  and  the  Fort 

The  Burfiice  of  the  cc  untry  continues  rolling, 
and  the  gophers  are  the  chief  occupants  of  tlio 
soil,  subaoiling  It  for  the  benefit  of  the  farmers 
who  next  year  will  put  In  the  plow  to  reap 
bountifol  harvests.  An  occcslonal  etack  of 
hay  on  a  meadow  Is  now  al>out  all  that  is  to 
be  seen  to  show  that  tha  ' '  sUr  of  empire  "  is 
headed  this  way,  bat  the  scenery  Is  still  pleas- 
ing, made  more  beautiful  by  the  hazy  atmoe 
phere  and  warm  south  wind  of  the  delightful 
Indian  summer. 

Five  mlljs  from  Chippewa,  at  a  point  call- 
ed BvansviUe,  a  man  has  broken  up  sixty  acres 
aud  commenced  his  home.  Just  as  we  passed 
here  we  spied  a  drove  of  stray  cattle  that 
were  twelve  miles  from  their  home.  While 
noticing \hem  as  we  drove^owu  a  knoll,  a  fall 
grown  elk  aad  her  fa.wu  crossed  the  road  In 
front  of  US,  and  at  a  good  rate  of  speed,  ran 
towards  the  cattle,  and  off  went  the  whole  on 
a  lively  run. 

With  the  exception  of  the  few  miles  of  grav- 
elly soil  belore  noticed,  the  nature  of  the  soil 
from  near  Sauk  Center  to  Pomme  de  Terre  Is  of 
a  rich  bhck  loam  with  a  sub  soil  of  clay. 

Pelican  Lake,  fifteen  miles  further,  la  the 
next  attraction,  with  the  Loaf  Mountain  In  the 
distance,  and  to  the  right  This  ia  a  view  well 
worth  a  trip  expressly.  Its  broad  expanse 
dotted  with  islands,  and  tho  promoutoriee 
Jntlhsg  into  the  lake  form  a  pleasing  Irregu- 
larity. A  portion  of  the  lands  are  prairie,  now 
and  then  a  grove,  and  on  the.oppoelte  side 
heavy  timber.  It  is  about  eight  milea  losg 
and  five  In  width.

Bat  this  Excess  of  thlr'y-seven  millions 
of  receipts  does  not  show  the  capacity  of 
the  country  to  pay  oil  its  debt?,  for  it  all 
occurred  in  the  last  few  months.  The 
war  expences  of  the  first  quarter  were 
$166,000,000;  during  the  last  quarter 
they  bad  dwindled  to  $12,000,000,  The 
exjienditures  of  the  War  Department  dur- 
ing the  coming  year  would  be  over  $240,- 
000,000,  leee  tiian  that  of  the  past  year, 
were  it  not  for  the  Eqaulization  Bounties 
Bill. 

Aa  compared  with  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  80, 1865,  we  find  in  the  past  year 
an  increase  of  rectipts  from  Internal  Rev- 
enue of  one  hundred  millions  of  dollars, 
and  ofcnstoms  of  ninety-five  millions; 
while  there  has  been  a  diminntion  of  ex- 
psDS't'B  for  war  of  over  seven  hundred  and 
fifty  mflHons,  and  for  the  navy  of  eighty 
milFions.  The  year  ending  Drcem,ber  81, 
1865,  showed  a  deficiency  of  six  hundred 
and  nineteen  millioca  of  dollars;  six 
months  after  that  time,  the  year  ending 
June  30, 1866,  showed  an  excesaof  re- 
ceipts over  expenditures  of  nearly  thirty- 
seven  millions  of  dollars. 

—A  Pfosfflan  paper  gives  the  number 
of  killed  and  wounded  Prussians  in  the 
Iflte.var  as  164  officers  and  2,573  men 
killed  in  aaion,  143  officers  and  6,454 
men  who*have  since  died  of  their  wounds, 
and  562  officers  and  14,680  men  who 
have  been  wounded,  but  not  fatally.

louuediately  after  the  arrival  of  the  Royal 
Artillery,  two  companies  of  the  R  flc  Brigade, 
under  command  of  Lord  Alex  KuseeU,  and 
Lieutenaht  Colonel  Warren,  Lieutenaut  John- 
son. Adjutant  8ir.  A.  Palmer  and  others  arriv- 
ed, and  zealously  began  to  work  in  tearing 
down  woodm  leuces,  haggards  and  houses  hi 
exposed  positions,  to  stop  the  progress  cl  the 
fire.  The' artillery  brought  a  quai  tlty  of  pow- 
der  with  them  for  the  same  purpose,  and  an 
attempt  was  uiade  to  check  the  flames,  ct  the 
request  of  the  Msyor,  by  blowing  up  In  the 
direction  of  Crown  street,  at  different  times 
during  the  morning,  some  eight  or  ten  houEes. 
but  It  proved  iLelTcctual.  The  gallant  tars  ot 
Her  Majesty's  ship  Aurora,  with  long  coils  of 
strong  rope,  came  through  the  upper  town. 
They  were  under  the  command  of  Lieuten3,nt 
Douglass,  and  were  preceded  by  Rev.  Mr. 
Balagn,  driving  in  a  cart  to  Indicate  the  near- 
est way  to  the  scene. 

By  this  time  the  flre  had  made  rapid  head- 
way, having  communicated  lo  the  adjoining 
houses  ou  ine  weelern  side,  and  was  burning 
with  great  fury,  helped  on  by  the  north  caei- 
erly  gale  blowing  at  the  time,  and  the  total 
absence  of  water.  For  nearly  an  hour  it  did 
not  come,  and  by  that  time  the  flro,  driven 
before  a  heavy  wind,  spread  to  the  wooden 
outhouses  and  buildings  In  iherear  of  Trndel's 
house.  Vv  hen  the  water  did  come  the  flames 
had  obtained  too  strong  a  headway  in  every 
quarter  to  save  any  ot  the  buildings  already 
attacked,  and  the  attention  of  the  flre  brigade 
and  their  assistants,  the  sappers  and  other  flre 
companies,  was  turned  to  the  prevention  of 
the  further  spread,  if  possible,  of  the  devour- 
ing element  by  pulling  down  oome  cf  the 
houses  In  the  district  ahead  of  the  fire,  la  the 
rear  ot  the  Jacques  Cartler  flail.  Their  pralse- 
worlhv  elTorts  m  this  way  were  effectually 
frustrated  for  a  time  by  the  acts  of  some  un- 
known ruffians,  who  diabolically  cut  the  hose 
with  axes,  their  Inteniion  being,  doubtless,  to 
prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  any  attempt  to 
cbccK  the  progress  of  the  flames,  lu  order  fj 
give  themselves  ample  opportunity  for  plan- 
der.  It  is  a  pity  that  they  were  not  caught. 
The  penitentiary  for  life  would  bo  icarcely  an 
adequate  punlhhment. 

The  wind  increasing  at  eleven  o'clock,  ond 
blowing  In  gusts  from  every  direction,  thrre 
conflikgritious  were  observed  at  once.  Su 
Sanveur  Church,  Dunn's  soap  and  candle  fac- 
tory, Reee'  rope  walk,  and  other  large  build- 
ings were  in  flames.  Along  St.  Valler  street, 
towards  the  toll  gite,  and  the  streets  sur- 
rounding the  general  hospital  and  convent, 
another  terrible  fire  was  -raging,  with  even 
greater  fury.  At  the  back  of  Crown  Street, 
along  Prince  Edward,  Jesuit  and  Ireland 
streets,  the  flames  were'crocsslng  back. 

Houses  by  the  dozen  fell  before  the  axes  of 
the  soldiers,  but  the  debris  of  the  wood  work 
was  no  pooner  on  the  ground  than  it  iKcame  a 
maesofflime.  Explosions  were  heard  In  all 
directions  like  the  roar  of  artillery,  but  still 
the  flre  progressed,  blazed andhurned,  so  long 
as  there  was  combustible  material  within  I10 
reach  to  foed  ou.  A  number  of  artillerymen 
were  engaged  in  blowing  up  several  houses 
with  a  view  to  making  a  gap  In  the  flre  to  the 
wmdward,  and.  In  so  doing,  an  able  and  effi- 
cient olflcer,  Lieutenant  H.  E.  Balnea,  R.  A-, 
was  seriously  burned  by  the  premature  explo- 
sion of  a  large  charge  ot  powder,  and  Ser- 
geant H.  Y.  Hughes  received  severe  Injuries 
on  the  same  Oceanian,  and  had  to  be  carried  to 
the  barracks  on  a  stretcher. 

By  eleven  o'clock  the  fire  had  traversed 
Crown  Street,  and  "^^  raging  violently  lo  the 
district  l)eyond  that  thoroughfare.  In  one  con- 
tinuous sheet  of  flame,  from  the  General  Hos- 
pital, on  the  water  side  to  St.  Vallier  Street, 
on  the  other. .  The  wind  at  ten  o'clocR  was 
east  ot  south,  and  the  flames,  fanned  by  the 
Increased  blaze  of  the  fiery  element,  swept 
with  increaaing  streagth  toward  Boisseanvllle 
and  St.  Sauveur.  By  this  time  the  splendid 
new  church  with  its   valuable  and  lately  Im- 

E)rted  organ  was  quickly  in  flames.  This 
rge  and  stately  edifice  was  only  recently 
completed,  at  great  expense  The  sacred 
vestments  and  church  plate  were  saved.  The 
building  was  the  property  of  the  Fabrlque  of 
St.  Roch's,  and  was  insured,  we  learn,  for 
$66,000. 

A  few  minutes  later  the  two  large  and  eX" 
tensive  scholastic  Inetitutlons  of  the  Christian 
Brethren  were  burning.  About  this  time  a 
requisition  was  made  to  the  Commandant  by 
the  Mayor  tor  a  quantity  of  tents  to  be  erected 
on  the  large  plaiu  of  Boisseauville.  The  re- 
quest was  at  once  agreed  to  by  Lord  A.  Rus- 
sell The  twenty-fifih  K.  O.  B.  from  the 
works  at  Point  Levi,  as  also  two  companies  of 
the  Kitie  Brigade  stationed  there  and  other 
compan.lee  of  the  Thirteenth  Regiment,  with 
their  offlt^s,  together  with  Colonel  Qalloway 
commanaihg  the  Rifle  Brigade,  and  a  number 
of  bts  officers,  at  one  o'clock  relieved  the  hard- 
workaad  troops  of  the  morning.

the  10th  of  August  and  the  12th  of  No- 
vember. The  great  meteoric  shower  of 
1799  seems  to  have  drawn  the  attention 
of  astronomers  more  particclaily  to  this 
subject,  and  from  that  time  to  the  recur- 
rence of  the  meteoric  shower  tn  16S8,  and 
up  to  the  present  day,  they  have  been  en- 
deavoring to  refer  the  dilierent  phases  and 
cbaracteristioi  of  the  phenomtnon  to 
known  lavss,  and  to  tBtablith  the  exact 
annivereary  of  its  appearance. 

Thus  far  tho  more  brilliant  of  these  me- 
teoric showers  have  occurred  at  intervals 
of  thirty-three  years ;   that  of  1888  was 
especially  disiioguished   by  the  immense 
number  of  moving  meteors  to  be  seen  at 
ooco,  and  for  the  remarkable  aizo  and 
splendor  of  many  of  them.    Among   the 
many  myriads  of  blaring  metcorB  visible 
ofr  ttjat  occasion,  one  was  eeen  at  several 
places  on   tLia  continent.     It  was  recog^- 
nized  by  several  observers  by  its  extraor-^ 
dioary  size  and  brilliancy,  as  web   as  bf- 
the  length  of  time  its  train  remained  visi- 
ble, which  was  about  ten  minutes.     The 
luminous  train  seemed   to  follow  the  rat»^ 
teor  in  a  serpentine  course,  and   teally 
disappeared  in  a  vast   nebuloos   etond, 
many  timep  larger  than  the  moon,  and 
which  continued  to  move  onward  with  a 
velocity  greater  than  the  clonda. 

The  meteoric  displays  of  1799  and  1883 
were  characterized  by  the  fall  of  meteor- 
ites, which,  rushing  toward  the  earth  with 
a  load  noise,  penetrating  beneath  it  several 
feet  The  periodicity  of  these  starry 
showers  is  not  so  definitely  ascertained 
with  regard  to  the  day  as  to  the  year. 
They  have  occurred  to  a  greater  or  lees 
degree  in  the  months  of  August  and  No- 
vember, from  1883  to  1889,  but  the  most 
remarkable  of  them  have  appeared  on  the 
12th  of  November,  or  between  that  date 
and  the  14th. 

The  next  appearance  of  the  meteorio 
phenomon,  thorefor,  ia  expected  on  or 
about  the  12th  of  next  month.  The  ob- 
servations of  the  astronomers  have  demon- 
strated that  the  shooting  stars  are  more 
numerous  between  midnight  and  sunrise, 
and  the  majority  of  them  agree  that  in 
fixing  the  radiant  point — that  point  in 
which  the  lines  described  by  the  meteors 
in  their  flig  t  centre — in  the  constellation 
Leo,  limiting  the  arc  ot  radiation  to  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  Regnlus  in  the  neck 
of  the  lion.  Others  ast^ign  the  radiant 
point  to  the  constellation  Orion. 

The  theory  most  generally   accepted  in 
accounting  for  the   regular  recurrence  of 
meteorio  showers  is  that  an   unusual   ag- 
gregation of  these  asteroids  exists  in  the 
plane  which  's  reac^red  by  the  earth  at 
that  point  of  its  orbit,. and  through  which 
the  earth  is  several   hours  in  past^ing,  al- 
though observations  have  not  been  suffi 
ciently  numerous  to  eetablieh    the  exact 
period  of  the  earth's  arrival  at  this  part  of 
its  orbit.     During  the  flight  of  meteors  in 
November,  1838,  much  apprehension  was 
.manifested  from  the  fear  that  one  or  noore . 
of  these  asteroids  would  come  into   colli- 
sion with  the  earth  ;  but  hitherto  no  dis- 
astrous oonsequencee  have  ensued  from 
this  grand  celestial  display,  and  althougb 
there  is  reason  to  believe  that  an  event  of 
this  kind  is  possible,  scientifie  men  woi*  ^ 
in  the  opinion  that  snob  a  calamity  ia    ^^^ 
within  the  bounds  of  probability.

Ha  is  a  big  hearted  hospit- 
able man,  and  as  this  is  tbe  last  chance 
for  milk  and  eggs  and  all  that,  we  camp 
at  the  little  creek  that  runs  itto  tbe  Cot- 
tonwood closis  by  his  house. 

Here  we    leave  the    :iettlements,   and 
take   the  trail  w^tward    over  the  wide 
prairie.    Tb«  main    or  Big  Oottcnwoo<l 
river  is  on  our  right  and  not  far  off,  while 
on  the  left  an  occasional  fringe  of  t-ees  in 
the  distance  suggests  the  tortuous  course 
of  the    little    river  of  the  same   name. 
Nine  miles  from  Altermatfa  we  find  tlJe 
ooal  mine,  a  great  convenience  to  travel- 
lers as  it    furnishes    fuel    and  water  for 
camping    purposes    close    by    the    trail 
Three  years  ago  somebody  sunk  a  shaft 
and  several  thousand  dollars  some  sixty 
or  seventy  feet  in  the  ground  here,  and  it 
was  currently  reported  at  the  time  thitt 
eoal  had  been  found    in  ample  quantity 
and  good  qaality,  in  fact  the  Cottonwood 
ooal  barges  were  soon  to  supply  the  State 
with  cheap  fuel  in  abundance,  but  alas  the 
idle  shaft  is  choked    with    ice  tbe  whole 
year,  and  the   log  buildings   near  it  have 
well  nigh  tlisappeareil    in    the  smoke  of 
camp  fires. 

Three  miles  farther  at  the  month  of  a 
pretty  creek  that  runs  northward  into  the 
Cottonwood  is    the  stockade — a  military 
station  of   late,  one  of  tbe  chain    that 
stretching  from  the  Iowa  line  northward 
interposed  a  line  ot  the   "  boys  in  blue  " 
between  tbe  settlements  and  the  ravages. 
It  has  not  been  garrisoned  for  a  year  or 
move  and  the  barracks  originally  built  of 
sods  have  gone  to  deoay.    This  point  is 
2  miles  East  of  the  corner  to  towns  108 
and  109,  ranges  55  and  3G,  and  is  80  miles 
West  and  S  miles  South  of  New  Ulm. 

Hence  we  go  on,  a  little  South  ot  West, 
nine  miles  and  crossing  a  small  creek 
nearly  destitute  of  timber,  three  miles 
arther  to  a  somewhat  larger  one  and  five 
miles  farther  to  a  third.  :^  These  streams 
all  flow  northward  to  'the  Cotton wocJd 
river  and  the  second  and  third  have  deep 
valleys  filled  with  fine  timber.

Twenty  milliona  of  men  could  live  there 
with  the  facilities  which  we  enjoy,  by  de- 
veloping that  w^iioh  has,  hardly  yet  been 
broftght  to  laarket  A  better  future  for 
the  oodnlry  could  not  be  conceived  than 
fbr  some  of  our  eMStern  lumber  mon  to 
explore  the  forest^,  which  are  full  of  tim- 
ber hi  such  exquisite  variety  that  we  have 
DO  idea  of  such  richness.  At  a  provin- 
cial exhibition  in  Para,  there  was  exhibi- 
ted a  collection  of  117  dilFereDt  kinds  of 
eostly  timber,  gathered  i^om  a  piece  of 
land  half  a  mile  square ;  yet  in  the  whole 
Amazon  regfon,  over  rfn  Extent  of  conn- 
try  2000  miles  in  length  and  1200;wide, 
there  is  not  one  saw-mill.

There  are  spaces  of  water 
so  wide  tbat  the  opposite  shore  cannot  be 
seen.     The  Amazon  swells  in  three  differ- 
ent ways.     In  Cfctoher  snow  begili  to 
melt  at  thejfoot/of  the  Andes;    the  rise 
advances  by  degrees,  but   it  is  not  until 
March  that  it  is  felt  in  the  lower  waters, 
and  it  is  highest  in  June.     It  takes  from 
October    to  Jane  to  swell,  and  that  time 
for  the  water  from  tbe  Andes  to  reach  tha 
ocean.    Tbat  is  not  the  principal  soufce 
of  ttie  rise.     A  sweliing  from  the  sootbern 
part  takes  place  in  the  rainy  months,  be- 
cining  in  September.      In  October  all  tbe 
rivers  on  the  right  side  begin  to  swell.   The 
rainy  season  on  the  northern  side  begins 
in  "March,  and  it  is  not  until  May  that  tha 
river  begins  to  swell.    The  combined  ac- 
tion  of  all  this  is  that  the  main  stream  in- 
creases in  bulk  from  October  to  Jane,  and 
falls  again    from    June  to  October.    Tbe 
rise  is  never  less  than  thirty  feet,  and  is  fre- 
quently fifty.     Tbe  result  may  be  imagin- 
ed in  a  country    where  tha   highest  ine- 
qualities of  surface  are  from   fifty  to  sixty 
and  seventy-five  feet.    There  are   times, 
it  may  be  said,  that  tbe  whole  land  is  un- 
der water,  and  when  the  forest  is  actually 
navigable.     You    can    sail    through  the 
fbrests  in  every  direction,  and  the  Indians 
have  an  expression  sigaifiing  "  boat-patfc." 
Yon  may  go  on  a    large   river  or  a  small 
rifer,  on  a  boat-path  of   considerable  di- 
mensienfl  or  so  narrow  that  all  the  boat 
can  do  is  to  proceed  amidst  the  rank  veg- 
etation.    The  whole  surface  not  occupied 
by  water  is  primitive  forest  and  it  is  al- 
most impossible  to  penetrate  through  the 
dense  vegetation.     There  is  a  varietyin 
tbe  vegetation  which  Is    wonderful.     The 
waters  ot    the   main  stream  are    turbid, 
somewhat  like  a  mixture  of  coffee  with  a 
large  amount  of   milk,   and   they  carry 
along        an        immense     amount      of 
sediment         which         subsides         the 
moment'^he  water  is  stilL    The  mouth  of 
the  Amazon  where  it  enters  the  ocean  is 

160  miks  wide,  and   it  is  all  fresh   water,     „ 

The  turbid  waters  can  be  seen  long  before    eluded.    T|»e  skm«t 
the  land  is  rlalbte,   and    it  is  maintatoed  \V^at   colored    with 
fifty  miles  beyond'"  Hs   month 
•  0«it  rivers  tbat    flow   into    the  Amazon 
nrotn    the  high    mountains  share  in  this 
color  ;  but  on  the  contrary  all  the    rivers, 
however  large,  which  rise  in    the  woody 
plain,  are  black,  containing  in    solutir  n  a 
large    amount    of    vegetable    substance 
Notwithstanding    the    amount   of    black 
water  poured  into  the  Amazon,  it  does  not 
become  black.  "  There    is  no  .  other  water 
system  in- the  worid  like  this.  •  Yooangy 
compare  tbe  Mississippi,  the  St.  Lawrence 
or  the  largest  rivers  ot  Europe  and  Asia, 
with  the  Amazon,  but  all  are  rivers  which  | 
receive  a  limited    supply  from  the  head 
waters  of  their  tributaries,  and  they  do  not 
drain  such  an  immense  extent  of  land  as 
does  the    Amazon— a   basin  2,000  miles 
long  and  about  1,200  miles  wide.    The 
climate  of  this  region  is  most   delightful 
It  is  by  no  means    hot,  by   no  means  un- 
bearable as  tbe  deserts  of  Africa  or  the  re- 
gions of  Asia.    By    reason    of  the  trade 
winds     and     the      character     of    the 
land,      the      Amazon      mnning      from

Bat  Frank- 
fort independent,  respected  in  its  autono- 
my and  in  its  entogrity,  would  have  for 
Pru.'bia  all  the  more  sympathy  and  attach- 
ment from  knowing  thai  it  was  sinaply  io 
the  respect  for  right  and  to  the  love  of 
justice  tbat  it  owes  the  preservation  of  tts 
anc^enl  liberties ;  and  even  were  it  unwill- 
ing, would  feel  itself  irresistibly  impelled 
to  become  a  center  of  propagaodism  in  the 
work  of  «ompleting  the  national  objects. 
The  citizens  declared  tbat  Frankfort  is 
ready  to  renounce  its  independence  and  its 
sovereignty  without  a  murmur  when  the 
union  of  entire  Germany  is  aooomplibhed, 
but  so  long  as  this  unification  is  incom- 
plfcte  the  independence  of  their  city  is  very 
dear  to  them.

.  Tite  Staats  Anzeiger,  official  gazette  of 
Prussia,  publishes  the  decree  for  tbe  an- 
nexation of  Hanover,  Hes^e-Oassel,  Nas- 
sau, and  Frankfort,  dated  Sept(§niber  20, 
18C0,  as  follows:       . 

"  We.  William,  by  the  grice  of  God, 
King  of  Prut^sia,  iSw ,  order,  with  the 
agreement  of  both  Houses  of  Parliament, 

what  follows : 

"I.  The  kingdoTi.  of  Hanover,  the 
eifctorato  of  Hesse,  tlie  ducliy  of  Nassau, 
and  free  town  of  Frankfort  are,  comform- 
ably  with  Article  2  of  the  deod  of  consti- 
tution for  the  Prussian  State,  to  be  united 
forever  with  the  Prussian  monarchy. 

"  2.  The  Prussian  Oonetitution  is  to 
come  into  forcain  fkia  districts  on  tbe  Ist 
ot  October,  18^.  Special  acts  will  define 
the  alterations  and  additions  to  be  made 
with  regard  to  the  present  Oonstiiutions 
and  the  means  by  which  they  are  to  be 
oarried  out. 

"The  Ministry  of  the^tate  is  Intrusted 
with  the  eje<jbtloti  of  ^e  present  decree."

The  doomed  men  seemed  agitated,  Gonaales 
especlallv  ;  and  allhoagh  I'oUicler  had  shown 
an  Inditferent  dipposltion,  he  seemed  to  realize 
bia  position  at  almost  tbe  last  moment,  and 
received  the  religloaa  cert  monies  in  fall  view 
of  certain  de:ilh,  with  apparent  resignation. 
Both  occupied  one  cell  Pellicler  insisted 
upon  having  four  men  slay  with  them,  and 
they  were  famished.  He  slept  three  hours  in 
bed,  and  awaking  abont  6  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing, dre.-8ed  him'wlf  lelfurely  and  stated,  Jo 
answer  to  the  question,  that  he  had  eujayed  a 
good  sound  sleep. 

Gonzales  slept  two  hours  to  a  chair,  and 
awoke  at  four  o'clock  in  the  morning.  He 
said  he  bad  a  very  refreshing  sleep,  and  felt 
easy  in  his  mind.  Neither  ate  any  tupper  the 
evening  previous.  Pellicler  wrote  a  letter  to 
bis  lather  and  mother  in  Barcelona,  Spain. 
Gonzales  also  wrote  a  letter  to  bis  wife  and 
two  children,  in  Madrid,  Spain— both  in  Span- 
ish—and the  letters  were  given  In  charge  of 
Mr.  Samaonl,  the  Interpreter.  Their  conlenta 
will  probably  never  l)«  divulged.

The  first  time  that  I  bad  the  honor  of 
seeing  his  Majebty,  Francis  Joseph,  was 
at  tbe  Frater,  al  Vienna,  in  1868 ;  the 
second  time  was  at  a  fete  at  Priooa  L'ch- 
tenstein's  the  same  year.  In  the  pro- 
menade his  fiue  appearance  when  mount- 
ed, his  distingue  air.  his  imposing  figure, 
bad  bewitched  me ;  at  the  ball  I  was  even 
mure  struck  with  the  exquisite  amenity  of 
his  manner  and  with  his  great  alTibility 
—  in  spite  of  a  certain  German  stifTaess 
which  contributes  not  a  little  to  increase 
tbe  elf  .'Ct  ot  tbe  Austrian  uniform,  though 
without  destroying  its  grace. 

I  ^ti!l  remember  the  itHici  produced  at 
thi>4  ball  by  his  remarkable  penchant  for 
th*  dance.  Fetes  had  been  rare  at  Vien- 
na during  the  first  j  ear  of  his  reii^n.  In 
this  country  tho  people  still  preserve  a 
deep  attachment  for  the  family  of  their 
princes.  When  their  sovereign  is  sad 
thev  are  not  gay.  Now,  civil  war  and 
politicpl  disasters  combining,  the  firtt  five 
years  of  the  reign  of  Francis  Joseph 
were  far  from  joyoo?.  The  pleaeure 
thermometer  rises  or  falls  at  Vienna  ac- 
cording as  the  imperial  palacos  are  lively 
or  deserted. 

The  Princess  Lichtenstein  had  ad- 
vanced to  meet  the  young  Emperor,  a 
double  line  was  formed,  and  every  one 
bowed  when  Francis  Joseph,  handsome 
with  that  double  masculine  beauty  which 
charming  features  and  graceful  manners 
unite  to  form,  appeared,  offering  her  bis 
arm.  He  wore  the  white  uniform  over 
the  white  pantalon,  which  he  eeems  most 
to  fancy,  and  which  he  most  rften  sets  off 
with  tbe  badge  of  honor  of  Maria  The- 
resa. There  was  about  him  a  certain 
youthful  embarrassment,  an  evident  in- 
timidation I  cannot  describe ;  so  many 
eyes  were  turned  toward  him  ! 

FroT  this  involuntary  trouble,  from 
theaa  audden  blushes  which  rushed  over 
his  countenance,  the  young  Emperor 
could  have  asked  nothing  better  than  to 
escape  by  mixing  himselt  among  the  vari- 
ous groups  in  conversation  ;  but  there,  io 
the  great  salon  of  the  palace,  watched  tbe 
court,  the  Arcbdnchees  Sophia,  his  uncles 
and  tbe  great  dignitaries  ot  State  ! 

At  last  the  orchestra  struck  up  a  waltz ; 
of  all  (dances  it  is  this  that  all  true  tier- 
many  prefers,  much  more  all  young  C^er- 
many,  even  tf  he  be  Emperor.  The  young 
autocrat  of  twenty  years  hastened  towards 
the  beautiful  Oountees  Huniyady,  whom 
be  had  just  asked  for  his  partner,  and  en- 
circled her  most  gallantly  in  his  arm?. 
Ths  ice  was  broken. 

•'  The  Emperor  dances  I  "  was  mur- 
mured on  all  sides. 

It  was  a  strange  sight,  indeed,  for  in 
the  time  of  Ferdinand  L,  tbe  Emperor  did 
not  danco.  All  was  eombre  then,  and 
stamped  with  gloom.  Sioknes?,  disquiet, 
apprehensions,  all  had  concurred  to  render 
ttje  court  of  Austria  ccld  and  solemn. 

The  white  uniform  eeeined  to  multiply 
itdelf. 

Said  an  attache  of  the  French  Embassy 
any  sous  lieutenant  whi  hag  just  received 
bis  first  epaulette  does  not  leap  more  gaily, 
and  liSS  no  greater  ease  and  pleasure  as 
he  talks  with  his  lady  partner.

Some  time  bad  elapsed;  it  was  tbe 
spring  of  1854,  and  I  was  at  Isohl.  This 
waterlog  place,  little  known  in  France, 
warmly  extolled  in  Germany,  principally 
owes  its  great  popularity  to  tbe  frequent 
vittita  whicti  are  iriade  there  yearly  by  the 
prioce-*  of  the  house  of  Austria,  who 
seem  paticnlafly  attached  to  it. 

I  had  arrived  there  at  evening,  and 
scaicely  had  time  to  admire  the  grand 
outlines  wliich  makes  this  country  one  of 
the  mobt  marvellous  in  Europe ;  the  crown 
of  recks,  of  verdure,  and  ot  forest  wblsh 
surround  I^bl  alone  had  struck  me.  I 
had  ja  t  stepped  out  of  my  hotel  to  ad- 
mire and  admire  again.  Nature  ia  the 
most  beautifj]  of  all  spectacles ;  this  is  a 
contemplal'on  of  which  we  never  tire. 

Suddenly  two  carriages  came  in  sight — 
a  post  chaise  followed  by  a  heavy  state 
carriage,  yellow  and  cf  a  patriaiobal  ap- 
pearance, such  as  are  not  now  to  be  Be«a 
but  in  Bavaria  and  in  lower  Austria. 

"  Here  she  oomes !  here  she  comes!" 
cried  some  one  in  tbe  crowd  "  It  is  the 
Emperor's  fiancee  '* 

I  listened. 

*•  Yes,"  ^aid  one,  "  it  is  the  oldest  of  the 
three  princesses,  djubUess." 

**  Which  one?"  asked  another. 

"Why,  she  on  the  right,  ia  the  grand 
ooach,  be«de  the  youngeet." 

"See  what  a  sweet  smile  she  liaa." 

"  Oh  I  the  sweet  air  they  all  have,  these

"Our  future  Empress  is  a  blonde.** 

••  But  all  three  are  blondes."

All  this  was  true.  Never  had  T  seen  a 
trio  of  three  more  laughing,  graceful  girls. 
Such  gaiety,  willfnlnees  and  grace  in  these 
three  yonng  beads  I  The  heavy  cafriagea 
piassd  slowly  ;  I  had  time  to  see  them 
well*    I  even  bowed  respectftilly. 

These  young  gi. Is  were  do  other  tbou 
the  three  Bavarian  princesses,  nieoes  of 
tbe  old  king.  Tbey  arrived  in  Isohl  In 
grand  gala  to  visit  the  Austrian  imperial 
family,  and  also  partly  to  assist,  tbe  eldest 
the  one  most  interested,  the  two  others  in 
a  sieterly  manner,  and  with  curiosity,  of 
course,  at  a  matrimonial  interview. 

A  long  cheriehed  project  of  uaion  exist- 
:  ed  in  effect  between  the  two  families. 

,     The  Emperor  Francis  Joseph  cares  lit- 
t  tie  for  etiquette ;  still  less  did  be  at  that 
,  time ;   the  old  Oarmaa  aristocraoy  has 
^  often  reproached  Lim  for  this. 
I     Hia  mother,  tho  Archduchess  Sophia, 
is,  on  the  contrary,  the  living  personifica- 
i  tion  of  dignity  and   formality.      She  pre- 
serves all  court  traditions ;  sbe  has  more- 
over a  noble  mind  aud  a  large  heart. 

The  Bavarian  princesses  bad  been 
biougbt  op  in  German  style,  more  like 
good  aod  simple  peasant  girls  than  prin- 
cesses. 

The  tale  which  follows  is  somewhat 
marvelous,  doubtless,  bat  it  is  true. 

Scarcely  had  the  young  girls  alighted  | 
from  their  carriage  with  their  father,  and 
been  received  at  the  very  entrance  to  the 
palace  by  all  tbe  court,  when  tbey  mount- 
ed the  grand  staircaise,  at  the  head  of 
which  awaited  the  Archduchejs  Sophia. 

Tbe  latter  greeted  them  with  a  stately 
courtesy,  which  the  poor  young  girls  re- 
turned in  their  best  manner,  and  immedi- 
ately tbto  mother  of  the  Empe'or,  taking 
tbe  eldest  by  tbe  band,  conducted  her 
ceremoniously  toward  her  son,  who,  fe- 
verish with  the  desire  to  have  a  glimpse 
of  his  fianoid,  awaited  her  at  tbe  threshold 
of  tbe  salon.

Oourteously  offering  his  hands  to  tbe 
young  girl,  be  led  her  in  bis  turn  to  a 
seat,  whilst  his  fiancee,  upon  tho  arm  of 
the  Archduchess,  beheld  not  without  as- 
tonishment this  unforeseen  episode,  which 
was  certainly  not  ia  the  progress  of  tbe 
fete.

In  vain  did  the  Archduchess  remon- 
strate, in  vain  did  she  brin^  forward  the 
promises  made  to  the  prince  of  Bavaria, 
the  age  of  his  second  da"ghter,  her  for- 
gettulness  of  the  most  simpla  convention- 
alities in  the  contrast  with  tbe  self  con- 
tained demeanor  of  the  eldest.  The  Em- 
peror heard  her  no  longer,  and  throwing 
himself  amidst  her  aids  de  camp,  said,  in 
a  low  voice  to  one  of  them  : 

"A  bouquet  at  once— and  the  most 
beautiful  you  can  Cud  " 

"  But  eire,  at  Isohl  bouquets  are  .cot  to 
be  bad  as  at  Vienna."  y.,\  '-' 

"  Immediately,  I  tell  you." 
The  aide  do  camp  withdrew. 

Everybody  knows  that  in  Germany,  a 
bonqnent  given  by  a  yonng  man  to  the 
woman  whom  he  wishes  to  marry  is  equiv- 
alent to  sending  a  ring  ot  betrothal,  and 
that  this  graceful  custom  is  preaerved  in 
all  classes  of  sociaty. 

Judge  of  tl*e  general  stupefaction,  ^hen, 
after  tho  repast  of  the  joyous  ftne&ts  at 
tbe  imperial  chalep,  the  young  Emperor 
was  seen  to  advance  into  the  midst  of  tbe 
circle  made  by  the  ladles  of  the  court, 
aud,  bcqnet  in  hand,  to  bow  respectfully 
before  Elizabeth,  the  second  of  the  Bava- 
rian princesses,  and  trembling  with  emo- 
tion before  his  mother,  all  the  ofiScers  of 
the  parlor  and  the  ladies  of  the  court  pre- 
sent *o  tbe  joung  girl  the  betrothal  of 
flowers. 

And  as  tbe  first  notes  of  a  waltz  floated 
oat  on  tbe  air  from  the  orchestra  at  this 
moment,  the  Pi  incest  Elizabeth  rising,  as 
if  electrifiad,  felt  herself  in  an  instant 
borne  off  on  the  arm  of  tbe  young  Em- 
peror. 

Meantime,  her  eldest  sister,  who  found 
herself  ill,  was  led  away  into  an  adjoining 
room.

Tbe  elde?t  of  the  priBoesses  of  Bavaria, 
who  was  to  have  espoused  the  Emperor 
Francis  Joseph,  is  now  tbe  wife  ot  a  non- 
reigning  prince  of  the  Germanic  confed- 
eration, the  Prince  of  Tour  and  Taxis.

Yesterday  afternoon,  perhaps  the  most  [ 
terrible    and   destraotive     cyclone    ever  I 
known  in  this  part  of  the  country  vitited  j 
this  city.      The  morning  waa  cloudy  and  j 
wet,  but  about  1   o'clock  tbe  rain  ceased,  | 
the  sky  cleared,  and  it  appea'ed  as  if  tbe 
afternoon  a^as  gohig  to  be  fine  and  pleas-  ' 
ant     As  the  day  advanced,  however,  vast 
volumes  of  inky   clouds  gatheied   round  , 
the  horizon,  thunder  rolled  ia  the  distance 
and  the  rain  tell  In  spirts,  notwithstanding, 
however,    these    threatening  indications, 
few    persons    apprehended     any    serious  i 
storm,      nor     indeed,      did      the      ap- 
pearance     of      things      Indicate      the  ! 
I  terrifio    outburst    of     elemental    forces 
I  which  took  place      At  about  4A  o'clock  a 
I  black  sba<Iow  fell  over    everytbing,  a  few 
tLort,  bharp  peals  of  thunder  wt-re  heard, 
when  suddenly,    with   hardly  a  moment's 
warning,  a  rushing  storm  of  wind  and  rain 
dropped  over  the  city.    A  scene  ensued 
that  exceeds  all  description,  and  is  equaled 
only    by    those    eqofftorial   tornadoes  of 
which  we  so  often  read.     Everything  was 
enveloped  in  gloom    and  confusion ;  ttie 
black    clouds    seemed    to  rest  upon  the 
boase-tops,  the  rain  desoeittng  in  sheets 
of    tailing  waier,    was  blown    into  spray, 
fiiling  the  air  as  if  a  sea    had  brokeo  over 
the  city,  and  with  the   rosh   and  the  roar 
of  tbe  wbhrU'lnd,    rendered  it    impossible 
almost  to  see  or  hear.     Sa   taddeuly  and 
swiftly  did  the  hurricane,  tornadr,  cyclone 
or  whatever  it  may  best  bo  called,  btfike 
tbe  city,  that  it  eetmcd  to  bewilder  every- 
body, and  there  was  no  time  to  adopt  any 
precautions  to  insure  safety. 

Toe  violence  of  the  wind  was  absolute- 
ly terrific,  and  as  it  swept  through  the 
streets  the  effect  was  the  most  astonish- 
ing we  have  ever  witnessed,  awcinge, 
signs,  chimneys  and  rt)ofd  were  broken  up 
and  carried  away.  The  air  was  filled 
with  timbers,  bricks  and  every  conoeiva- 
I'le  material.  In  a  few  miuntes  large  bail 
^toaes  mingled  with  the  rushing  storm, 
windows  were  blown  in  or  fell  with  a  crash 
on  the  street ;  the  tearing  of  boards,  tbe 
failing  of  deb:  is  of  every  kind,  the  orash 
of  glass  and  the  giving  way  of  waJl^,  was 
to  be  heard  in  every  direction.  In  fact, 
for  about  ten  minutes  or  so  the  storm  so 
completely  enveloped  everything  as  to 
reader  it  impot-iiihle  to  ascertain  what 
damage  haa  actually  been  done.  Tbe 
streets  were  strewn  with  innumerable 
fragmerite ;  bricks,  timbers,  and  large 
mas^s  of  the  roofing  were  carrieel  through 
the  air  like  Ihiags  without  weight  or  crash- 
ed against  the  walls  of  tbe  houses,  or  broke 
through  windows  and  doors  to  the  dia- 
may  and  danger  of  the  inmates.  The 
atorm  appeared  to  rise  from  the  south,  or 
southwest,  bat  on  reaching  the  streets  of 
tho  city  it  was  impotisible  to  tell  from  what 
direction  it  came  ;  tho  whirling  currents 
of  air  swept  up  one  Btrcet  and  down  an- 
other, rcsLing  up  various  alleys  with  irre- 
sistible violenc  ,  upsetting  carts,  carriages, 
and  unroofiog  houses  and  breaktjg  up  or 
dis^Iaciog  every  moveable  iu  the  way,  and 
playing  the  mcs!;  fantastic  tricks  and  in 
many  instances  doing  most  uerious  dam- 
age ia  the  space  ot  a  few  minutes.  Tbe 
whole  duration  of  this  most  kingular  and 
unparalleled  storm-burst  was  not  much 
oxe:  ten  minutes,  yet  in  the  enormous 
amoort  of  damage  done  it  would  seem  as 
if  some  debtrnctive  agent  had  been  at 
work  uorestrcted  for  days.  About  a 
quarter  to  5  o'clock  the  whirlwind  had 
passed  over  the  city,  and  alihough  the 
rain  still  fell,  comparative  calm  and  quiet 
enened.  Giving  to  the  late  hour  at  which 
the  storm  took  place,  we  have  not  been 
able  to  collect  all  the  particulars  of  the 
damage  done,  bet  tbe  followig  are  some 
of  the  most  e-eriona  mstances  of  damage  and 
destruction  that  occurred:  Shortly  alter 
the  commencement  of  the  storm  a  large 
portion  of  the  root  of  the  Polytechnic  in- 
bttute  was  blown  off  The  disaster  was 
occAaionoi  by  the  f.-illing  of  or.e  of  the 
chimney  etock-4,  which,  falling  on  the  roof, 
broke  it  in  and  made  an  opening,  through 
which  the  wind  entered,  and  tore  off  tbe 
flat  portion  of  the  roof,  the  s-lopes  remain- 
ing uninjured.  Damage  between  $4,000 
and  15,000.  The  timbers  and  other  ma- 
terial compcKng  the  roof  was  broken  up 
by  the  wiud,  and  various  portions  carried 
long  distances— as  far  as  Wasbiagtou  ave' 
nne,  it  is  said.  A  large  mass  fell  down  on 
Chestnut  street,  almost  rendering  it  itn- 
passable.  Another  portion  of  the  brick 
fell  on  the  roof  of  the  residencie  of  Father 
Ee:ty,  west  of  the  institQte  building,  and 
immediate^  in  the  rear  cf  the  church  of 
tbe  immaculate  Conception.  The  house 
was  completely  wrecked,  the  roof  cruahe<l 
in,  and  the  walls  cracked  and  displaced. 
Father  Kelly  was  np  stairs  at  the  tinte, 
and  was,  we  ate  informed,  eeriously  in- 
jured. Gragments  of  the  roof  of  the  in- 
stitute were  dashed  against  the  houses  on 
the  north  tide  of  Pine  street,  breaking  the 
windows  acd  doors,  and  in  one  instance 
completely  breaking  through  the  wall. 
All  the  eqnarcs  round  tbe  institute  bear 
evideni,es  of  the  terrible  violence  of  the 
wind  gusts.

HIa  Deatli  Caused  by  Betas  Kicked 
and  Poandcd  by  Two  of  His  Com- 
panlona.

Ho  went  to  school 
and  there  oame  in  contact  with  a  couple 
of  mean-epirited  little  bullies  and  tyrants 
who,  discovering  that  Peter  was  not  ■.  hie 
to  fight,  and  did  not  want  to  fight,  took  a 
devilisb  delight  in  kicking  him  and  then 
threatening  to  kill  him  if  he  should  ever 
tell  of  them.

came  to  bis  death  on  the  12thof  Octobe'-, 
1866,  from  irjaries  inflicted  by  Henry 
Paisley  and  Eddie  Paisley."  The  coroner 
issued  a  warrant,  a  policeman  arrested  the 
culprits',  and  Tuesday  night  these  two 
little  boys,  so  young  and  fii:e  looking,  but 
so  cruel  hearted  and  wicked,  were  locked 
np  in  the  cells  under  tbe  City  Hall.  What 
will  be  done  with  them  remains  to  be 
seen  ;  but  can  they  ever  forget  that  they 
kicked  acd  killed  a  good  and  innocent 
l)oy,  who  never  did  them  any  harm  in  his 
Ufa?'

The  text  of  the  Boyal  Patent  deolaving 
the  absorption  of  Hanover  in  the  Prat- sian 
Monarchy  runs  as  follows: 

We  William,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  King 
of  Praseia,  &c.,  make  knowo  to  all  per- 
Eons  by  thesje  prosc*nt8 : 

After  that  in  consequence  of  a  war  com - 
meooed  by  Hanover,  in  leagoe  with 
Austria,  in  violation  of  tlie  Federal  law 
then  in  existenoe-a  war  sacoebefully 
maintfldned  by  onr  troops  Id  lawfal  de- 
fence— the  couatries  which  heretofore 
formed  the  Kingdom  of  Hanover  had  been 
occupied  by  as,  wo  determined  to  unite 
those  countries  to  oar  monarchy,  and  we 
have  decreed  and  proclaimed  to  that  effect 
the  law  of  September  20  of  tbe  present 
year,  with  the  assent  of  the  two  Ohaml>ers 
of  tlie  monarchy.  lo  consequence  we 
take  posseei'ioa  o{  thoae  ooontries  by  the 
present  patent,  wit,b  all  the  rights 
of  sovereignty  and  supreme  domin- 
ion ;  and  we  incorporate  with  oar 
monarchy  with  all  their  appartenai:oe8 
and  all  their  rights  and  claims,  the 
territories  winch  heretofore  formed  the 
kingdom  ot  Hanover — namely,  the  parti- 
cipalities  of  Calenberg,  Gottingen,  Gra- 
benbagen,  Liueberg,  Osnabruok,  Hildes- 
heim,  with  the  town  of  Goslar,  and  East 
Friieland,  with  the  District  of  Harling, 
tbe  Duchies  of  Bremen,  Yerden,  and 
Arember^,  Mappen  and  the  Hanoverian 
portion  of  the  duchy  of  Laueuberg  ;  the 
low  country  of  L'ugen ;  the  coonties  of 
Hoy  a,  DiepfaoiE,  Hobeostien.  and  Ben- 
tbein  and  the  district  of  Hadeia.  We 
add  to  our  royal  titles  the  titles  belonging 
to  those  coautries.  We  order  that  the 
Prussiaa  eagles  be  placed  at  the  frontiers 
in  token  of  i>ur  sovereignty  ;  that  the  roy- 
al arms  which  have  hitherto  been  display- 
ed be  replaced  for  the  fatnre  by  our  royal 
arms,  and  ttiat  the  pcblic  seals  shall  bear 
the  emblem  ol  the  Prussian  eagle.  We 
order  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  former 
kipgdom  of  Hanover  henceforth  united  to 
oar  monarchy  to  recognize  us  from  this 
time  as  their  King  and  Sovereign,  acd  to 
pay  due  obedience  to  <xir  laws,  ordinanoee 
and  commands.  We  will  protect  every 
one  in  the  erjoyment  of  his  private 
rigbto  which  have  been  jostiy,  ao- 
qaired,  and  we  will  retain  the  officials, 
who  will  have  tw  make  oafh  of  allegiance 
to  as,  in  tho  enjoyment  of  their  stipends, 
provided  that  they  shall  duly  perform 
their  trusts.  Until  the  P.ussian  Oonstita- 
t'oa  shall  come  into  force  we  shall  exercise 
the  sole  legislative  powef.  We  wish  to 
preserve  the  laws  and  institatlons  of  tbe 
districts  wliich  heretofore  have  formed 
porlieni  of  Hanover,  so  far  as  they  are  the 
expression  of  legitimate  eeir-government, 
and  that  they  can  bo  allowed  to  continue 
io  force  without  prejadicoto  the  exigences 
of  public  ipterem  reaalti^  tiom  the  anity 
of  the  State.  The  Governor-General  who 
has  hitherto  held  office  is  charged  by  as 
with  the  execution  of  the  act  of  possessioa 
io  conformity  with  these  presents. 

Ill  this  maoeer  must  our  will  be  done.

■J he  Boston  Journal's  New  York  corres- 
pondent says  of  A.  T.  Stewart:  He 
seldom  looks  at  a  subscription  paper. 

He 
has  little  sympathy  with  vagrancy.  Men 
and  women  who  neek  his  presence  seldom 
gain  mach  by  an  interview  if  rooney  is  the 
object.  Indeed  it  is  very  difficult  to  gain 
access  to  hi  mi  any  way.  He  ia  intensely 
devoted  to  his  bnsfnees,  and  works  more 
hours  probably  than  auy  merchant  in 
New  York.  He  controls  his  own  effairs 
with  dcspotid  sway.  His  partners  have 
no  control  over  tho  business,  but  are  in- 
terestid  merely  in  profits  He  buys  and 
sella  as  lie  pleases  without  consulting  any 
one.  Bit,  on  great  occasions,  the  dona- 
tions of  Mr  Stewart  aro  princely.  He 
oropotes  now  to  devote  millions  to  build 
houses  for  the  poor.  If  tbe  city  :efu?es 
to  give  the  eite  he  will  stiil  carry  out  his 
plan. 

Ttie  same  writer  says  of  Mr.  Aftor  i 
Unlike  Mr.  Stewart,  William  B.  Astor  is 
always  accessible  His  rooms  are  on 
Prince  street,  one  or  two  streets  from 
Broadway.  They  are  the  same  that  were 
occupied  by  hia  fatlier.  He  has  a  front 
and  back  office,  where  the  business  ot  his 
great  ei^tate  is  transacted.  The  door  is 
wide  open  between  the  two  offices.  A 
person  asking  for  Mr.  Astar  is  directed 
at  once  to  the  rear  ro<jm.  At  a  common 
desk,  crowded  with  papers  sits  a  German 
looking  man,  about  seventy,  heavy  mould- 
ed, tall  and  etout.  HIj  eyes,  whici  are 
small,  with  au  expresaioQ  bordering  on 
stupidity,  are  fastened  on  the  visitor,  and 
Mr.  Astor  waits  hia  atte^ance^.  He 
wtistes  DO  words.  His  answers  are 
yes  or  no,  with  an  air  that  admits 
of  DO  debate.  All  the  day  long,  from 
10  to  5,  Mr.  Astor  sits  ia  his  office  and 
sees  all  comers.  He  is  master  of  his  busi- 
ness. He  knows  the  rent  of  every  house, 
the  duration  of  every  lease,  the  tunes  and 
terms  of  payment,  with  every  foot  of 
land.  At  5  o'clock  he  rtses,  and  with  a 
slow  n1  sluggish  gait  turns  into  Broad- 
way and  walks  to  Lafayette  Place,  where 
he  resides,  for  dinner. 

He  has  two  sons,  John  Jacob  and  Wil- 
liam B.,  Jr.  These  young  men  are  in 
bosinet-s  with  their  father.  No  bankers  in 
New  York  attend  more  closely  to  their 
calling.  They  are  modest,  retiring,  and 
without  affectation.  John  Jacob  ia  tall, 
large,  heavily  built,  with  sandy  hair  and 
complexion,  resembling  his  father.  He 
went  to  the  field  io  1861,  and  did  good 
service  for  tbe  nationaj  cause.  William 
B.,  Jr.,  ia  tall  and  slim,  with  black  bair, 
ot  a  genteel  build,  and  is  said  to  resemble 
his  tiK)ther. ^^^

The  fifth  and  closing  pablic  eeeslon  of 
the  Catholic  hierarchy  of  tbe  United 
States,  for  tbe  past  two  weeks  sitting  in 
this  city,  was  held  yesterday  at  the  cathe- 
dral, attended  with  imposiug  ceremonies. 
Tiie  prooeaeion  of  prelates  aod  clergy  on 
the  opening  Sunday,  the  7  th  lostant, 
though  grand  and  solemn,  waa  eclipsed 
by  the  magnificent  display  yesterday,  the 
Dumbere  of  prelates  and  clergy  in  the  line 
being  much  larger ;  tbe  rich  and  cc&tly 
vesments,  studded  with  jewels,  worn  by 
many  of  the  bishops  and  heads  of  orders, 
adding  to  the  brilliant  effect 

About  9  o'clock  tbe  several  Catbolio 
societies  of  the  city,  with  the  Young 
Catholics'  Friend  society  of  Washington, 
Dumberiog  some  2,000  persons,  took  up 

Kdtion  OD  either  curb  at  Charles,  Mul- 
rry  and  Cathedral  streets,  from  the 
archiepiscopal  mansion  to  tbe  west  en- 
trance of  the  cathedral,  keeping  the  car- 
riage way  ck-ar  for  the  procession. 

Shortly  after  nine  o'clock,  two  carrages 
with  difficulty  made  their  way  throogb 
the  crowd,  and  to  the  aarprise  of  many, 
deposited  bis  excelleocy  Andrew  John- 
son, President  of  the  United  States,  ac- 
companied by  Mayor  Wallach,  of  Wasb- 
iogton,  and  lady,  and  Col.  Robert  John- 
eon,  private  secretary  to  the  President,  all 
of  whom  proceeded  to  seats  in  the  pew  of 
Francis  Elder,  Esq  ,  and  remained  daring 
the  entire  service,  lasting  until  nearly  two 
o'clock  p.  M. 

The  procession  was  led  by  tho  subdea- 
con  in  tunic,  bearing  the  processicnal  cross 
between  two  acolytes  bearing  lighted  can- 
dles, followed  by  two  seminarians,  minor 
eoclesiaslics,  and  priests  not  members  of 
the  synod,  nombering  aboot  150,  two  and 
two,  and  dressed  in  black  cassocks  and 
white  surpjices,  saoceeded  by  the  bishops, 
theologians  having  no  claim  to  a  higher 
place,  to  the  number  of  60,  dressed  ia 
rich  veetments.  The  chanters,  namber- 
iog  21,  io  whitis  surplices  and  black  cas- 
socks, oame  next,  and  led  tbe  hymns  Veni 
Creator  Spiritus  and  Ava  Maria  Stella, 
which  were  taken  up  by  the  entire  body. 
Then  came  the  notaries  and  (reoretaries  of 
tbe  couocU,  the  rectors  of  the  theological 
seminaries,  the  superior  ot  religious  orders 
and  communities,  the  vicars  general,  and 
the  administrators  of  vacant  sees,  num- 
bering about  40,  in  beautiful  vestments, 
spangled  with  gold  and  silver,  and  bear- 
ing the  image  of  a  cross  or  other  emblems 
of  the  Catbolio  faith. 

Three  mitred  abbote,  bearing  oroziers, 
were  succeeded  by  87  bishops  io  vest- 
meats  aod  copes  of  the  most  gorgeous 
character,  and  wearing  the  mitre,  many 
of  which  were  adorned  with  diamonds, 
emeralds  or  other  precious  stones.  Theo 
succeeded  six  archbishops  of  the  provinces 
of  New  York,  New  Orleans,  San  Francis- 
co, Cu3cinnati,  St.  Louis  and  Oregon  City, 
each  attended  by  a  sanctuary  boy  as  cro- 
zier  bearer  and  train  bearer.  Closing  the 
procession  came  a  sub-deacon  bearing  a 
magnificent  golden  cross,  beantifully  em- 
blazoned, followed  by  the  apostolic  dele- 
gate and  suite,  oouBisting  of  the  sub-dea- 
con, two  deacons  of  honor,  and  the  vicar 
general  of  the  arch-diocese  ot  Baltimore. 
On  entering  the  sacred  edifice,  which 
was  densely  filled,  very  many  present  be- 
ing of  other  denominations,  as  on  the 
opening  Sunday,  the  choir  and  orchestra, 
nnmbering  in  all  over  100  performers, 
under  the  direction  of  Prof.  Joseph  Ge- 
gan,  performed  a  splendid  march,  whiob 
was  ooDtinaed  until  the  prelates,  vicars 
general  and  leads  of  the  orders  had  taken 
their  teat^  within  the  sanctuary  rail,  the 
centre  aisle  and  space  in  front  ot  the  sanc- 
tuary being  reserved  for  the  theologians 
and  priests,  whilst  the  side  aiftles  were 
occupied  by  the  minor  ecclesiastica. 

After  the  apostolic  delegate,  Archbish- 
op Spalding,  had  taken  tbe  place  of  prece- 
dence on  a  raised  seat  under  a  crimson 
canopy  on  the  gospel  side  of  the  altar,  the 
celebrant  of  mass,  the  Most  Bev.  J.  M. 
Odin,  of  New  Orleane,  was  robed  at  the 
foot  of  the  altar,  being  attended  by  Bev. 
Father  Gaudet  as  assistant  priest,  and  the 
Bbv.  Fathers  Gibbons  and  Lequerrier  aa 
deaocn  and  sub-deacon.  Pontifical  high 
mass  was  then  sung,  by  tbe  celebrant,  the 
choir  and  orchestra  rendering  Hummel's 
celebrated  mass  No.  2  in  magnificent 
style,  the  rich  volumes  of  the  chorus  ad- 
ding greatly  to  tbe  solemnity  of  the  occa- 
sion. At  the  offertory,  the  Alma  Virgo, 
soprano  solo  and  chorus,  was  sung  in  a 
frtyle  perhaps  rarely  equaled. 

Immediately  atter  ttie  intoning  of  the 
Ii'e  missa  est,  the  most  Kev.  Peter  R. 
Keadrick,  archbishop  of  St.  Louia,  Mo., 
ascended  the  pnlpit.  He  took  for  his  text 
the  17th  verse  ot  the  10th  chapter  of  St. 
Paul's  epistle  to  the  Komana—*' Faith 
Cometh  by  hearing,  bat  bearing  by  tbe 
word  of  Gcd." 

After  the  delivery  of  the  lerinoD,  the 
Most  Kev.  John  B.  Pareell,  D.  D.,  arch- 
bishop of  Cincinnati,  addressed  Archbish- 
op Spalding  as  follows : 

"Most  Rkvebknd  and  Venbrablb 
Brothbr — Io  oonfbnuity  with  the  time- 
honored  custom,  I,  as  aenior  bishop  here, 
on  behalf  of  the  other  prelates  and  clergy 
assembled,  wish  to  address  you  before  our 
departnre.  Representing,  as  you  do,  the 
persoo  of  the  sovereigo  pontiff,  tbe  vicar 
of  Christ,  it  would  be  impossible  for  us  to 
manifest  by  word  all  the  tieelings  of  regard 
and  veneration  which  we  entertain  for 
yoa.  We  feel  that  the  holy  father,  in  se- 
lecting you  for  the  respooeible  daty  of 
presiding  over  our  deliberations,  has  been 
enlightened  from  on  high,  and  in  your  se- 
lection we  recognize  the  finger  of  God's 
right  hand— His  b^y  spirit. 

•♦Bom  in  Kentucky,  that  land  of  ohiv- 
alroaa  feeling  and  noble  sentiment,  and 
transferred  to  the  east  fer  the  purpose  of 
propagating  and  fostering  the  church  over 
this  country,  we  look  around  and  witoeae 
the  glorious  resnlte  of  your  labors  ia  tbe 
mitred  throng  ot  venerable  prelates  betore 
yon.  Bat,  withont  thia  exhibition  of  your 
fraternal  labors  for  the  oburch,  we  koow 
the  books  you  have  pablisbed,  theeer- 
mons  you  have  preached,  and  the  many 
virtues  that  yoa  have  practised.  We  pre- 
dict that  tbe  deliberatioM  of  this  ooimcil, 
directed  by  your  wisdom,  will  occupy  a 
most  prominent,  if  not  the  foremost,  place 
in  the  annals  ef  tbe  church. 

**  We  eannot  help  also  bearing  testimo- 
ny to  tbe  fact  that  oar  A  merican  clergy 
ander  yoar  {guidance,  are  not  inferkw  in 
the  results  of  their  mioisterial  labors  and 
abilities  to  those  of  any  other  country,  not 
even  those  of  Germany  and  France.  We 
beseech  Almighty  God  that  yoa  may  long

lOATis  I  cannot  express  tbe  fesliogt 
which  fill  tnj  heart  on  this  solemn  occa- 
sion. The  expression  of  feeling  which  I 
have  jast  beard  from  my  venerable  brttb- 
ren  haa  more  than  compensated  me  fbr 
any  little  labor  I  may  have  bad  in  presid- 
ing over  this  ooanoil.  I  most  say  that  I 
am  of  myself  entirely  unworthy  of  tba 
enlogium  which  tbe  representative  of  mj 
venerable  brethren  has  bestowed  upon  ma.

It  is  to  your  oo-operaf  on,  ra- 
ther than  my  initiation,  that  the  suooess 
of  tbe  objects  ot  the  council  will  have  to 
be  attributed. 

*'  I  thank  you  for  the  uniform  kindness 
and  support  which  you  have  given  me. 
My  heart  will  go  with  you  wherever  you 
may  go,  whether  to  the  distant  North,  or 
the  DO  less  distaot  Souib,  and,  however 
we  may  be  separated,  our  hearts  are  pne 
as  our  faith  is  one.  May  God  bless  you 
all. 

**  The  benediction  will  be  accompanied 
with  the  usual  indalgenoes." 

The  archbishop  having  placed  around 
his  neck  the  symbol  of  apoetolio  authori- 
ty, then,  attended  by  his  deacons  of  hon- 
or, took  his  seat  on  the  high  step  of  the 
altar,  and  formaly  opened  the  fifth  public 
seesion  of  the  council;  tbe  promoter 
Bishop  Lynch,  the  notaries  and  tbe  secre- 
taries being  seated  at  a  table  at  the  foot 
of  the  altar. 

tte  secretary.  Rev.  Dr.  Keogh,  then 
read  in  Latin  the  decrees  and  proceedings 
of  the  council,  the  reading  taJt'ng  about 
one  hour.  A  colloquy  ensued  between 
the  apostolic  delegate  and  tbe  chancellor 
of  the  body,  followed  by  the  bishops  ap- 
proving the  decrees  as  read.  The  signing 
of  the  decrees  then  took  place  on  th« 
high  altar,  tb^  archbishops  of  the  provin* 
eea  of  New  York,  Ctooinnati  and  Naw 
Orleans,  with  their  suffragan  bishops, 
signing  on  the  epistle  or  right  side  of  ttM 
altar,  and  the  archbishops  of  the  provin- 
ces of  Baltimore,  Origon  City,  St."  Louia, 
and  San  Francisco,  with  their  suffragans, 
on  the  gospel  side.  The  scene  was  quite 
impressive,  as  each  of  the  venerable  pre- 
lates advanced  to  give  authenticiry  to  the 
decrees  that  will  affect  largely  tbe  fitore 
of  the  catholic  world. 

The  oouncil  then  dosed  with  chanting 
in  alternate  choirs  by  the  clergy  of  certain 
acclamations,  which  are  a  profession  of 
faith  in  the  church,  an  expression  ot  good 
will  to  their  brethren,  of  theu*  best  wiabea 
for  the  peace  and  prosperity  of  the  coun- 
try, and  the  welfare  of  their  fellow  citi- 
zens. After  glorifying  the  Most  Holj 
Trinity  and  the  Blessed  Virgin,  unfading 
prosperity  and  eternal  memory  was 
prayed  for  his  holiness,  Pius  IX.  Man» 
fold  graces  and  many  years  were  asked 
for  the  most  illustrious  apostolic  delegate. 
Archbishop  Spalding:  happy  return  to 
their  flocks  were  wished  to  the  attending 
prelates ;  happiness  and  increase  of  grace 
to  the  al>bot8,  theologians,  and  salvation 
and  benediction  to  the  clergy  and  the 
whole  flock  of  Christ  The  acclamation 
also  made  the  following  refarunce 
to  the  country  at  large:  "To 
our  great  and  cherished  republic, 
supreme  peace,  full  prosperity  and 
the  overflowing  benediction  of  Almighty 
God !  G.ant  peace,  O,  Lord,  in  our  days, 
because  there  i  ^  no  one  to  figbt  for  us  but 
Thee,  onr  God !  To  all  the  people  of 
these  United  States,  tinfailing  peace,  in- 
dissolnWe  concord  I  Confirm,  O  God, 
what  Thou  hast  wrought  in  them,  that  all 
disturbance  being  removed  we  may  freely 
serve  Thee  with  one  heart  and  one  soul !  " 

At  the  close  of  the  acclamations,  the 
apostolic  benediction,  highly  prized  among 
Catholics,  was  given  by  Archbishop  Spal- 
ding, tbe  entire  conoourfC  et  prelates, 
clergy  and  laity  being  upon  their  knees. 

The  procession  was  then  formed  in  the 
same  order  in  which  it  entered  the  church, 
and  passed  by  the  same  route  to  the 
archbishop's  mansion. 

The  pastoral  address  of  the  prelates  to 
the  clergy  and  laity  of  tbe  church  in  the 
United  States  will,  it  is  thought,  be  pub- 
lifched  on  Wednesdey.
